Mat time Manpelious raigned king 
1 in Numedlia, às their ancient annuals 
\| reco2d , Thelarchus likewiſe [waped 
| the Diademe in Thrace, à Pꝛince ſo 
9 bighite renowmed fo2 ali Fonourable 
actions; as few ſuch in his time lined. 
This Thelarchus, in the bloming of 
his Pꝛincelie peares, deſtrous to leaue 
iſſue to his Noble houſe, iopned in marriage with A linda, 


daughter and ſole heire to Conſtantius, Emperour of Ger- 


mnie, by whome in ſhoꝛt time after their Muptiale, he had 
illue one daughter who was named Nutania, (This pains 
ceſſe) as in tomelineſſe of perſon ſhee exceeded, fo foz her 


beautie, wiſdome and other good graces, there liued none 


her equall: the repoꝛte of whoſe excellence, as Fame ads 


uanceth with her loudeff trump the honoꝛable (eſpectally) 


luch perreleſſe creatures, as this Pꝛinceſie (yea) lo highlie 
ſtood ſhee graced in the Gods fanour, that none but Nu- 
tanias beautie was remembzed in moſt Princes Coutts, 


both Chaiſttan and heathen. 


The renowme of whoſe peerelcſte beautie, ſo offen bla⸗ 
$2d,came to the hearing of Dionicus, ſon and heir apparant 


of the Numidian Ring, who vpon the ſurpalling pꝛaiſes by 
. 3 3 
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kuery one giuen ok this Lady, begun moꝛe and moze bp» 
un hearing ſuch ſeuerall repoztes, to tonteiue an inwarde 


iop of her, diligently hearkening to each ſtranger which 
ſhould recount her vertues, and honour by vertue gapned. 
Long had not this humour followed the louely Pꝛince 
Dionicus, but loue the ſoueraign guide of mens thoughts, 
had ſo enthꝛalled him, that all his delight was in contem⸗ 
plating of this Pꝛinceſſe beautie, vea ſo was he ouertaken 
in loues ſnare, that nothing was pleaſing vnto him, but 
the ſweete remembzance ol Nutania: ſo much was his ve- 
light in her; that oftenfimes , in the midſt ol his paſtimes, 
calling the Pzinceſle fo minde, he would as one paſt him⸗ 
ſelfe, altogether ouercome with melancholy, abandon the 
tõpan of his molt familiars, ſeeking fro their pleaſing pa- 
ſtimes ſome ſolitary place, where he might vnheard oz ſeen 
recount w large amplificativs the Pꝛinceſſe beauty, whoſe 
ſeruant in mind he was wholly vowed, Thus dallied Dio⸗ 
nicus ſo long with beauties flame, that ouertaken with the 
vehemency therof,he fell into an extreame feuer, which in 
ſuch ſtrange maner aſſapled him, as the learnedſt Phyſiti- 
ons could not find any reaſon of the diſeaſe, much [elle p20- 
cure his health, who lãguiſhed in loue, not daring to diſcloſe 
his grief to any,02 acquaint his truſtieſt cdpanion with his 
loue. This ſudden alteration of the Pꝛince, in whole wel⸗ 
_ fare the comfoꝛt not onlie of his companions in Court, but 
generally of the commons conſiſted, mwued them al to ſuch 
excteding grieſe, that in ſhoꝛt time their lonely countenan⸗ 
ces were ſo much altered, that neither pleaſing loke,no2 
chearfull woꝛd, was to be obtained from them. 

The King, whoſe aged life depended on the happine lie 
of his ſon, as fathers how baſe ſocuer, delight in vertuous 
offipꝛings, much more the Noble, whoſe honoꝛs are to bee 
mainteined by their pꝛogenp: the aged king, whole grea- 
teſt felicitp was in the pꝛince, was with ſuch inſinit griefs 
ogpꝛeſſed, that in ſhoꝛt time his body was ſo weakened that 
rather he deſired to accompany the dead, then line in ſuch 

dil⸗ 
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Wy diſcontent, the mathe! Aus „ne ouer ibis care and 
watching nere pined, andfew- Which felt not ſome part of 
the Princes griefe, ſuch was their faithful loues vnto him 
whereof the father gloꝛied not a little, and the mother (if 
women may be pꝛoud) was not a litle ſpiced with p diſeaſe, 
But neither the heauines of the father, the extreame griefe 
of the mother, the daylie lamenting ofthe Courtiers, noz 
the complaints of the Connnons might any way auail the 
Pzince, who ſmothering his own ſoꝛrowe, could not by al 
art Phyſicke allowed foz mens reliefe)be any way comfoz- 
ted. The ouer grieued burthen of whoſe miſeries the 
Mueene with his kinglie father ſerking to eaſe, and coulde 
not as he deſtred accompliſh, ſuch extremitp like wiſe aſſat- 
led them, that the learne dit coulde not iudge the diffe- 
rente betwerne them, iſo that by their ill) ſuppoſe the ſab- 
tees griele, which reuerently honoured them, and could 
willinglie haue offered their owne liues (02 their relicte 
and eaſe. 

But in vaine frive they, „that ſceke helpe fo2 him 
whome none but the beautifull Nutania could releaſe,who 
was the Load-ffarre of his life: and the loue of her, the 
ſpeciall Phyſicke which muſte reffoze him, oz dye hee 
would paſt ail recovery , but by Nutania, that Paragone 
of fame, Dianaes glozie, Natures onelp darling, and de⸗ 
light. 

Weake and fable, paſt recure of Phyſicke , became 
the King and Nucen,voyd of hope euer to ſce their Pꝛince⸗ 
ly ſonnes recouerye: wherefoze , fozgctting all wozldiy 
pleaſure andPaincely delightes, ſuch as become Peinces 
ofſo high elleeme, qupte aboliſhing all the vanities of the 
wozlde, they minde wholly the cucrlaſting comfoz2t, and 
lope in nothing, but his death, that krom death, by his blod 

redeemed them. 
In this extremity, when all hopes wer paſt help of men,. 
behold the mercy or him that pzcſerncth and deſtropeth at 


his pleaſure, who maued no doubt, at the interceſſion of

The N umedian Ring „whole pꝛime of youth was ſpe nt 

in manie honourable actions, holding in great regard the 
tone of his neighbour Pꝛinces, liued in ſuch: tranquilitp, 


that he was honoured of all that heard of his gauernment. 


The repoꝛt of whoſe long lickneſſe and weake eſtate, mo⸗ 
ued the Kings ok diuers regions, by their embaſſage , to 
comfozt them, and to bee aduertized of the trueth of their 
eſtates. Amongſt which thoſe honozable Printes that 


held his health in ſuch regard, Thelarchus Ring of Thrace 


diſpatched his Amballadour. TAho fo2 the moꝛe honour of 
their King, was accompanied with diuers Sentlemen, 
both of honour and great wozlhip - 

Theſe Ambaſſadozs ariuing at the Court of N ad, 
their cauſe of comming vnknowne, many matters were of 
the commons ſuppoled Who will entermeddle with 3321n- 


tes affairs) ſo that amongſt them diners things were ima 
gine d, and ſundzie dangers ſuſpected, but no alturance of 


ame, vntill their day of hearing, which the king appoin- 
ted to be as ſodaine as they cou! d require. 5 

Againſt which time ropall preparation was made with 
all the pompe couid be deuiſed, Where fo2 feaffing there 
wanted no daintie, how rare ſoeuer, 192 diuerütie ct Ups 
undes 2 phat the appetite, with many pleaſing owes, 
and paſtintes, (he better to giue thein occaſton of welcome: 
all wited,notwithſta nding the Kings weakneſſe, was fo 
exquiſiti: ie pertdzn⸗ 205 that it was admirable.

e Logs hs rued: : fo eſther fo the bertues i 
of the Ring, oz the interceſſion of thoſe ſozrowing 225 e 
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ded, and greeued the moꝛe at his extremity, by how much 


the moꝛe they ſaw his debililie. 


Alter ſome talke palſed between the King and theſe No⸗ 
bles, and that hee had enquired with all kindneſſe of the 
health of their Pzinces,and welfare or their countries, and 


receiued their Letters with diuers Pꝛincelie pꝛeſentes, 
hey were diſnuſſed, but vet not ſuffered to depart, Without 


gracious thanks to their kinges, and kind ſhew or god ac- 
teptance of their paines, leauing them to their repole, with 
great charge to his Nobles and thoſe in authozitie, to ſee 
their entertainment ſuch , as if their ſoueraigne Loꝛdes 
were pꝛeſent: which charge was not fo2gotten of thoſe 
which pꝛized their Pꝛinces honours as dear as their lines, 
but with ſuch pompe and cole accomplithed: each leuerall 
commaunde of his Vighnelic:as the Strangers might wel 


admire fo beholde it. Their diets ſo diverſe and ſo aboun⸗ 


dant, as they had neuer ſtene the like, kurniſhed with ſo 
much lundzie muſicke, and fo cunningv vſed, as might 
well delight the Goddes, To acquaint you with other pa⸗ 
fumes, koꝛ recreation, as Plapes, Palkes, Tilting, Tur⸗ 
neying, Warriourg, and other Courtly paſtimes, beſides, 
their hunting of Tygers, wilde Boes, and Lyons, which 
moued ſuche delight „as other ſpoꝛtes vleaſure vnto 


them. Thus in vüng dayly thoſe pleaſures, when the 
Nobies had ſpent ſome time in the Court; euerie one con⸗ 


tent with his ropall entertaimment, hearing amongſt ths 
Hobles of the ceuntrie ſich gencrall honour of the Pꝛince 
Dionicus, whome thep had not yet ſeene, an eſpetiall deſire 

mooued them to viſite the Beince, bewapling greatly that 
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Pobles a their companies; who wiſhing to ſe the Pꝛince, 
were as glad to accompanp him, as hee deſirous ot their 


companie, and gractoully with many humble thankes, ac⸗ 


cepted the Pꝛinces god wil. The youthfull Nobles atten⸗ 


daut on the Pꝛince, car cfull to ſ& each thing oꝛdered, oz 
the honour of his Paiellie, wanted nothing that might bee 


- defired, onlyexſpected the tomming of their gueſtes, who 


not vnmindkul of their pꝛomiſe, as dinner time dzew nigh, 


pꝛepared themſelues towards the Pꝛince, vnto whome by 
bis Nobilifyin moſt goꝛgious maner, they were conduc⸗ 


ted:no ſoner entred they his pzeſence,but Dionicus, whoſe 
curtefie was ſuch as gained the lone of his ſubiects, and all 
ſtrangers that had ſern his demeanoz, vet at this time had 
better knowledge how to entertaine them, then abilitte to 
perfozme what he would, ſtretching himſelle in his bed, as 
his weake limbes would ſuffer him, hee gaue them ſuch 
harty welcoms, as highly contented them, t beſeemed their 


eſtates. Theſe Nobles whenthey had made their eies wits 


neſſes,ofwhat repozt had ſo often bzuted, rather accuſed re⸗ 


pozt of great wꝛong, in not giuing him ſuch due as hes de 


ſerued, then of ouer much pꝛaiſe: : foꝛ that the fame bzuted 
of him, was not to be valued with his woꝛthinelle. The 
time of dinner paſſed they, with many glaunces on the 
Pꝛinte, noting his curteſie,but euer lamenting his grieke, 


e wiſhing his yealth, framing them ſelues to pleaſait dil⸗ 


couries, to put him from thoſe melancholie thoughtes, 
wherewith hee was ouer much burthened. Thus with 
much diucrfitie of table talke, conſumed the time, the gras 
uer-ſozt, of mailers foz benefite of the ſtate: the greener 
heads 


. 
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ſlucha hucke was ſlaine, and luch a Stag pulddown,paſſing 
not, tuithout high commending the ſozing of their hawkes, 
uranoꝛgetting their ſtatelineſſe in flight, with their fearce 


ſetzing on their game. And then foz variety, as occaſion is 


miniſtred, Carowſe a health to their Mutrelee and Loues, 
in their country. 

The Pꝛinte as louelp as the belt, t in his health as wel 
able to perfozme whatſoeuer, had his greateſt comfozt-in 
liſtening to the talke of Cariolus and Octauius, two noble 
men of Thrace , Which accompanied of pleaſure Atlautus, 
the chicfc in commiſſion foz their king. Dionicus earneſtlie 
noting theſe two Nobles of Thrace,as molt delighted with 
their perſons and pleaſant parlie, heard Cariolus carowſe a 
health to the Pꝛinteſſe Nutaniatwhoſe. name the diſtreſſed 
Pꝛince no ſoner heard vttered, but the remembzance of 
that wert obiect,his lines ſole health, and miſtrelle of his 
fancies,fo reuined his dying ſpirits, thatſuddenly the behol⸗ 
ders might wel percetue his wancullour, which argued a 
troublevſhirit,to vaniſh, and thoſe vermilion died roles, the 
wonted badges, & oꝛnaments ot his ſwert face, challenge 
their foꝛmer intreſt, and foz a time polſſeſſe them, reſtoꝛing 
vnto Nature her due, making his louelie connfenance as 
chearfull to the begolders,as the gloꝛidus Sun to the cap- 
tiued, whoſe liberty being de pꝛiued, haue long bin debarred 
of al wozidly delights, ſeldom receiued comfoꝛt from that 
heauenlie ellence. This cheartul alteration in the Pꝛince 
was noted of diuers, whole eares, aibeit buſted in liſtening 
to the diſcourſes of theſe ſlrangersʒ vet the cies of his own 
ee with dutikul care, gaue herde vnto the Pꝛince. 
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in the Paince,ſuppoſing verily by his countenance, that 
ſome of their ſpeeches did mone him to content, comming 
ſuddenlp to him, and graſping his arme, lelt his pulſes beat 
lo ſtercelp, as in lang time they had not done the like; which 


melancholie, hauing ſo often bene denyed, but re 


made him moꝛe conſiberatiy ſcarch, to find the caule of this 
motion, enquire it he durſt not, doubting. to mwue hunt 


him a while, continuing with his arme graſped, hee felt the 
pulſe inoze and moꝛe to wazke, which gaue him the moze 


caule, to finde if hee might, the oꝛiginall from whentce it 


came, and noting diligentlie vnto which ofthe tompanie 
he moſt inclined his eyes, hee might perteiue Cariolus and 
his Octauius ęarneſtlie buſied in their foꝛmer talke, which 
Was, J dare ſap, neither of religion, noꝛ of gouernment of 
tyo State, pet was it ſuch as Barnardine perteiued, highlie 
contented the Pꝛince, and deſired it might long continue, 
la it were foꝛ his Lozds good. Manie pꝛetie queſtions paſs 
ſed betweene them „and much varietie, in whole pꝛattle 
many a faire Ladie was commended by one, and koꝛ argu⸗ 
ment as highly of the other diſcommended, in which hu⸗ 
mour were diuers of the Hobilitie of the countrie, and Las 
dies of woꝛth by name queſtioned ol, and manya pouthfull 
pꝛanke by themſelues committed, pet all in kriendſhip, and 
kindly taken, though harſh krumpes palſed ſomtimes be⸗ 
tweene them, Which moncd them to much my2th, But 
when in earneſt Octauius fozgetting himſelf, faliing from 
one matter ts another,andthat there ſhould be a iudgment 
giuen, dh fo; beautie was the onlie paragon, Octauius foz 
ef: dion commented Brionella „daughter and ſole heire of 
Conittaatine,king of B ohems, in whoſe kathers court, he had 
10 ang bene e trapnen by „giuing the pꝛize from their owne' 
cbuntre Ladies: Agersat Catiolas „ ds if hee had bene the 
ſwozne 
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ſwoꝛne Champion of r a — his rach cen⸗ 
ſure,fozgetting the reuerence of the place, tolde him flatly | 
his indgement was falſe,and that he would anow; offering 
his tous in combate, to mainfaine that the Pzincefſe Nus 
 tania,andnone but ſhe, deſerued y name of beautiful; whoſe 
wiſedome, and other god graces, in any one, was not to 
be lound in the cirfuit of the earth:and therefoze Octauius, 
(quoth he, ) thou halt done ouer much w2ong, to derogate 
the hondur due to Th racian Dames, eſpeciallp our perleſſe 
Nutania, whoſe face if beauteous Helena liued, foꝛ whome 
ſo many thouſands loſt their tines, ſhe might well reſigne 
that title ofthe onely faire, to her,and none but ſhee; whoſe 
like tinethnot. + 
O ddauius, who was wiſe and we U demeaned, perceiuing 
this p arlie begun in ieſt, likely to end in quarrell, noting 
likewiſe, „how the reſt of the company ceaſed their ſerious 
talk, to attend them, with almilingconntenance,asone not 
pollell with tholler, bꝛake off his talke thus, 

"Why (my Loꝛd) ſhall matter of fo ſmall moment cauſe 
friends to iarre? Mhat is beaufy, whereof we haue ſo long 
diſputed, and ſo highly of vs regarded? nothing but a fading 
pleaſure, an oꝛnament᷑ of the face which maketh the heart 
pꝛoud, and dzaweth the mind from every god motion, fo 
manie odious offences, whereby the honoꝛable in commit⸗ 
ting diſhonourable actions, are ſo blemiſhed, that they be⸗ 
come a common by-wozd to the verieſt vzudge that Nature 
hath framed, Helena was faire, and attounted the onely of 
her time, vet who ſo much ſcozned? Creſſida beautiful, pet 
who moze falſe: Ik beautie be attended on with ſuch ſhame 
as theſe two famous women gained, why ſhould wee care 
Who is beautifull?

ble death, will Jrecouer to mine owne poſſeſſion, my loue, 
my Laie, my Nucene, yea in deſpight ol thy head, Nutama 
ſhall be my miſtreſſe, werte Pꝛinteſſe, the onely loueraign 
of my thoughts. 

Barnardine,and his Noble attendants, ſeeing this friend⸗ 


ſhip latcly pꝛofeſt, ſo ſuddeinly foꝛgotten, taking him with 


much adw from Cariolus, were not a little perplexed , but 
as men paſt themſelues, haning neuer ſ&ne the like, could 
imagine no cauſe, greatly doubting that ſubdeinly he was 
growne lunaticke, 

Cariolus vered at this hard vſage of the Pꝛince, was 
no ſoner freed from him, but in great cholioz would 
haue departed; Pꝛoteſling to be reuenged foz this diſcur⸗ 
teſie offered him. Affrming, that his entiſing ſpeeches, in 
cullour of kindneſle, was to no end, but to dꝛaw him from 
his hono2able friends to murther him. 

Barnardine tare full what might enſue hercof, weighs 
ing each occaſion which might hercat be taken, beſought 
Cariolus, ot that leue he beare the King his maiſter, which 
had vſed then hondurablie, cf his ione to his owne King, 
and all that might be unagined, to conceine of this w2eng 
offered, as of no ſuch pꝛetended matter, as he ſuppoſed: but 
rather with patience to conſider the long extreame ficknes 
ol the Pzince,and how ſabiect byreaſon of his infirmitie he

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was vnto melancholp, vndertaking on his faith and ponelt- 
reputation,howeuer the occaſion grew, it was not in mal⸗ 
lite: afſuring him, the Pꝛince when he ſhould call do mind 
this vnkind action, would with griefe lament it, and ſoz⸗ 
rowing fo2 the ſame, ſubmit himſelfe, craning hearty (02- | 
giueneſſe foz his raſhneſſe. 

Barnardine vexed at the heart, fo this vnkind dealings f 
ol the Pꝛince, entreating his affociates, fo perſwade Cari- 
olus, went himſelle to the pꝛince, and alter dutiful each to 
his grace, recounted vnto him, in what euill part Eariolus 
toke this abuſe by him offered: humbly beſceching him, as 
be e ſteemed the lone of his P2incely father, and the honour 
x reputation of his country, to acknowledge in ſome curte⸗ 
ous maner the wzong committed, and ſoreconcile himſelf, _ 
Dionicus, whole paſſion had not it left him, albeit in his 
health none might moze perſwade him then Barnardine, 5 
pet hearing him pꝛeach repentance, being in this humour, 
foꝛgate their paſſed friendſhip, and maued with his talke, 
albeit it was vſed fo2 his god, with a loke as gaſtly, as a 


gh vaſt rilen fr om the graue, dzew neare Barnardine 3 and 59 


laying hands on him, hadlike to haue miſchieued him, had = 

be not made the moze ſpced away, = 
Cariolus vnderſtanding what had bene offred the aged 

man,and hearingt in what regard the Pzince held his loue, 


paſſing by his challoz , began with great heauineſſe to la. 


ment the Pꝛinte his agonie, and ſoꝛrowing foꝛ him, bes 
ſought the heauens creature ſo to comfozt the Pꝛince as 
himſelfe would with in the line ertreame. And ſo leauing | 
Barnardine and the Nobles to their charge, departed. 7 
The Nobles whoſe griefe was not little , with hearts 
ouer charged with ſozrow , thinking it not conuenient to 
leaue him alone, doubting ſom wozſe matter ſhuld bappen 
vnto him, went to viſit the Pzince ch&rfully, enquiring 
of his welfare, which with ſo god countenances as he could 
ble, was kindly anſwered of the Pꝛince: who harzing paſt 
the extremitie of his fury , _ to minde thoſe —_— 
| Abules 
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5 offced his renv,greatly lamenting his folly thers 
e ſaid: 

Mhe re, where, my honourable friends, may J hide my 
head, to ſhelter me from the woꝛlds repꝛoach, who voyd of 
all reaſon,moze bjutith then the ſauage beaſt, haue ſought 
to murder my deareſt friends. Oh, how might(J bluſh with 
ſhame, ) and aſhamedof my euill committed, neuer behold 
the faces of thoſe whom J haue ſo euill entreated: whatfu- 
ry bewitched me to this milchiefe? Dz what diuelliſh ſoꝛ⸗ 


cery enchanted my ſpirits , and captiuated my ſences , fo to 


offend thee Lo2d Cariolus ? who of thy zealous affection and 
curteſie, came to viſit me, delighting ſo greatly1 inthy com- 
pany as J did. And thou the father of grauitie,my greateſt 


hope in the woꝛld, Barnardine, theu whoſe honeſt care and 


loue to me, hath bene euer ſhowne from my Cradle. Dh 


Barnardine, how vngratefull haue J bene, rewarding thy 


god, with the hazard of thy blod. Moe is me vnhappie, 


and thꝛiſe vnhappie, that J haue lined to behold the light 


of this dax, wherein paſt myſelf, J haue ſo highly offended; 


Pardon, pardon, my 1. oꝛd Cariolus ,as thou art honozable, 


and thou Barnardine, whoſe aged yeares I haue ſo highly 
offended: Foꝛgiue my miſſe, and remit that euill J haue 
tommitted againſt the, oz let me neuer behold the dapes 


light againe. Why ſhould J line, whom mine owne con- 


ſcience ſo highly accuſeth of ſuch impietie 2: Mill not the 
fowles of the aire , ſoaring ouer thy head as thou walkeſt, 
try out, (ongrateful Dionicus) that wouldeſt haue murdꝛed 


thy krends: each creature that Godhath made, wil exclaime 
againſt thee, fo this euill, following thee with cries of hozs 


roꝛ, to thy eue rlaſting repꝛoach. Therefoze vnhappie Dio- 
nius, ſinte by thy owne doings this repꝛoach is happened 
vpon thee, whereby foz euer thou art diſhonoured, and no 
man hereafter will dare to vſe any familiaritie with thee, 
no not one, from the Pꝛinte to the begger, (line not, liue 
not thou Dionicus,) but let that hand that committed the 
euill, ſiniſh thy life, which liuing, can neuer be . 

ed.

& | pꝛed. In this furie, reſoluing to haue miſchiefed himlelfe, 
his Nobles taking him in their Armes, with ſuch comfoz- 
table ſpeches as they could,pacified him who ſeeing his ſo⸗ 
rowiulnefle, were partakers of his grief, and much lamen⸗ 
ted his extremitie, as men might foꝛ their Soueraign. Pet 
taſting of care, ſceking the beſt foꝛ their quiet they could, 
they laid him in his bed, where, with ſolemne muſicke they 
. pzocured him to fleepe.cUhere foz a time J leaue him. 
Time that finiſheth all things, hath now wꝛought an 
end of the Kings affaires, foꝛ the diſpatch of the Embaſſa- 
dozs, whome the King with great entertainment and Jes 
wels of high eſteeme, ſo rewarded, as they all had cauſe to 
| ſpeake ot his ropall bountie. The Embaſſadozs reteiuing 
their Letters, and the time appointed foz their departure, 
their ſhips with victuals at the Kings coſt replemthed, and 
all other neceſſaries, Cariolus who had bene often ſolicited 
by Barnardine, to viſit the Pzince , and by his repoꝛt whole 
;  _ _wo2zd was of account with all that had knowledge of his 
_ imple dealings, was perſwaded of the Pzinces ſozrow, 
fo2 the wꝛong offered him. Wherefoze that it might ap- 
peare vnto Dionicus , he departed not in diſpleaſure, but 
that he had fo2gotten all wzongs offered, kindly, befoꝛe his 
departure, came to take his leaue. Where,vpon the curte- 
us demeanour of the Pꝛinte, who manifefted his grieſe 
by the aboundance of fiches which he powꝛed fozth, they 
were reconciled, and an inuiolably league of friendſhip 
vowed betweene them: which with ſolemne oathes they 
p2oteſted, ſhould neuer quaile in either of them. 3 
The haſt of the noble Embaſſadozs who deſired tobe with 
their Loues at home, is moze now then Cariolus wiſhed: 
But what muſt be, ſhall be, how loth ſoeuer. Wherefoze 
after many friendly gratulations betweene them, and great 
gifts of the Pꝛince, on his new ( Amico) beſtowed, they 
take leaue each of other, Cariolus ſolemnely pꝛaping foz the 
P2inces health, and Dionicus wiſhing him all bappinefle. 
Thus all thinges fitted by the King command, they 
were 7 
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were hondurably conducted vnto the Pozte , where their 
ſhippes readie furniſhed, attended their comming: where 
they had not long ſfayed , but a faire winde to ſerue their 
turnes, God ſent them; and they embarqued themſelues, 
each one foꝛ his ſeuerall country, and the Pobles returned 
to the Court; where to their carefull regard of their king, 
Countries benefite; we leaue them, to let pou knowe fur- 
ther of the P2ince; whole is troubled, as you ſhall heare, - 

The Pzince, whom Nature had foꝛmed ſo exquiſite in 
lineaments ol bodp, as could be required, hamng wildome 
and valour enfertour to none, when he had conſidered with 
great wiſdome from poynt to point, the extremitie of his e⸗ 
ſtate, and found that his diſeaſe was grieuous, and ſo great, 
that he rather deſired death, than life, in that agonie to ber 
continued; we ping all dangers which might befall him, in 
ſeeking ſecretly foꝛ ſuch helpe, as by his owne induſt rie he 
could pꝛocure: with the pleaſures and hearts content, the 
obtaining ol his lones delight, would bꝛing him; reſolute⸗ 
lie determined, as much as he might, to cheriſh himſelfe: 
aͤnd dilguiſing himſelf in habite of a traueller, vnknowne 
ofany man, fo ſone as his ſtrength would permit him, hee 
departed his Countrie towards T brace, and either gaine 
his Ladie, oz trie in ſhoꝛte time the ficklencſie of foꝛtune: 
hazarding all on this reſt, he ſecretely pꝛocureth all his 
Jewels, and ſuch ſummes ol money as her coulde: and 
by little and little recouering himſelfe, vicd his wonted 
famil iarity amongſt the Nobles, and Courtiours; which 
did cauſe no ſmall content and heartes iope in the King, 
Queene and Commons; yea, ſuch was the generall reiop⸗ 
cing of the whole people in the Kealme, fo2 his recouerp, 
that there was not one, which ſhewed not ſome ſigne of 
gladnes by his outward appearance. 

As there is not the cleareſt day which is not ouerwhel⸗ 
med with ſome cloud, lo laſted this toy amongſt thele lo- 
uing ſubiects not long: oz Dionicus continuing his deter⸗ 
n his ſummes of mony and Jewels into a 

E graue 


Pheander, the 
groue within the Parke neare the Court, at ſuch ſeuerall 


times as he would chuſe to be ſolitarie, wꝛought ſo cloſe, 


and with ſuch diſcretion, that he was altogither vnpertei⸗ 
ued ok any man. 


Each thing w2ought to his content, ſecretly i in the eue⸗ 


ning, his companions by him appointed to keep the Cour⸗ 


tiers from idleneſſe, by ſuch paſtimes as he had deuiſed, as 
Malking, Barriozs, Dpcing, and other retreations, whom 
he refuſcd to actompanie, alleaging that he might not be 
long abſent from the King, and that his ſpoꝛt determined, 
was to recreate the Nuene, who ſince her ſicknefle was 
verie melancholie, which coyned excuſe paſſed fo2 currant, 
as what was it they would not credit which hee ſhould re⸗ 
poꝛt. 

Hauing thus politikely fitted all things, ſupper ended, 
and euerie one attending the beginning of the ſpoztes and 
paſtimes, Dionicus who had moze ſtringes to his Harpe 
then one, had no care but how to conuey himſelfe from 
their pꝛeſence „which her toke oppoztunitie to do, tel⸗ 
ling the Queene mother her had giuen his woꝛd to be one 
of the Maſkers, which ſhee being alad of, as retoycing to 
remeie his melancholy by ame meanes z ſuffered him to 
But to ſwne alas ) naue thee credite to his feined ſper⸗ 
ches, which turned them all to great ſoꝛrow and heaui⸗ 
ueſſe: foꝛ Dionicus minding leaſt what they ſuppoſed he 
moſt ioped in, conueyed himſelfe with all the haſt he pol⸗ 
ſibly could into the Parke, where his foteman attended 
his comming with his hozſe, on which hee was no ſoner 
mounted, to dꝛiue ſuſpition oꝛ iealous thoughts ok his 
late trauaile from his man, hee commaunded him pꝛe⸗ 
ſently , to ſpeede him with all the haſte he might, vnto the 
houſe of a Knight dwelling not farre off, with a deuiſed 
mellage , pꝛetending the buſinefſe to be of great waight 
and impoꝛtaunce, andffraightly charging him not to de - 
part from thence wt his comming, which ſhould be the 
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nert night, With this Ct the ſernaunt de- 
parted, leaff ſuſpecting the loſſe of fo bountifull a maiſter 


was ſo neare. But the Pꝛince whoſe chiefeſt content was 


in beholding the Idia of that Paragon whom Fame had ſo 
ertolled, had his heart fired with deſire, that he thought 


euerie dax a peare, and euerie minute a moneth, vntili her 


beheld the ertellentie of Patures wozke , the onely per⸗ 
fozmed wozke of Bewtie, and the ſoueraigne goddeſſe of 


his thonghts: of which Dionicus hauing no ſmall regard, 
doubting to be miſſed of the Bing, and loth to loſe that op- 
pozfunitie , poaſterh with all ſpeꝛd vnto the groue where 


his coyne and Jewels laie , where the better to eſcape the 
ſulpition of Officers in his pallage, croſſing the ſeas, he at⸗ 


tired himſelfe in the habit ofa marchant, which he had rea- 


die pꝛouided fo2 that purpoſe ; and ſo making ſmall ſtaie, he 


ceaſeth not his coztours pace, noꝛ ſpareth any hozſ fleſh, vn⸗ 
til he came to the pozt where he pꝛetended to imbarke him 


ſelfe. No ſoner arriued he at that ſo long defired place, but 


Foꝛtune who had bent his thoughts to trauaile, entending 


after her many crolles to ſauce his ſowze with ſome ſweets, 
and like acomfoztable Phiſition, after many bitter Pilles 
miniſtred fo; cloping the ſtomacke of his Patient, comfoz- 
teth him with ſoare conſarue oz other moze pleaſing his 
appetite, ſo the Pꝛinte now in the beginning of his foz- 
tunes, found this fanour, to arme him with the better hope 
ofeniuing god: foz at his firſt comming to the Citie, after 
enquiry made foz ſome ſhip bound faz T brace, he had intel⸗ 


ligence of a Barke alreadic halcd out ofthe harbourgh in⸗ 
to the roade, her pardes croſſed, and her Parriners ex- 


ſpecting the comming a boꝛzd of the maiſter and her mar⸗ 
chaunts , and lo to depart. Which newes how pleaſing it 
was to the pꝛince, ſuppoſe you gentils,that hauc your harts 
fo full fraught with deſire as this noble Dionicus, who no 
ſoner was infozmed hereof, but diligently went himſelle 


to ſearch the maiſter 4 marchants ofthis ſhip,whs he found 
in an Dftria, carowſing healthes to their god voyage, and 
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taking leaue ok their friends in the titie:to whoſe compan 


the Pꝛince being tome; albeit nothing acquainted with the 


conditions of thole people, vet he ſo framed his behamour 
to his habit, that it might haue bene admired amongſt the 
Court iers, his quaint behamour, had they bene beholders 
thereof; pleaſing fo well theſe humoꝛous compantens with 
his carowſing, turteſie, and bountifult expences, that no- 
thing he could require was denyed him. A wonder it were 


to tell you,whe he required pallage, with what willingnes 


they graunted it, and what large p2offers were made him 


ok their cabbins, and other ſea curte ſies:all which he accep- 


ted with ſuch kindneſle, and none moze welcome than Dio- 
nicus who ſtanding on thoꝛnes to be cleare of his land, whõ 
loue enfozced without regard of father, crownc, oꝛ ſubiects, 
to leaue, he haſteneth the reſt abo ꝛd:o whoſe rompan p the 
Mariners were not a litle iopfull, foꝛ y the wind ſerned the 
in ſuch pleaſing maner, to bꝛing the to their deſired hauen, 


whither (following the Paſters direction foz their courſe, 


ſailing with a faire gale, we leaue them foꝛ a time, to tell 
you of the griefe of Manpelius, the N umedian king, foz the 
loſſe cf his ſon, of whom no maner ok news might be heard. 

Pou haue heard Ocntles, with what pollicie the pꝛinte 
w2ought, the better to baing his purpoled intent to paſſe, 
and what ſeuerall paſtim-s, were by him deuiſed: in which 
ſeuerall actions, it was ſuppoſed by the Courtiers, himſelf 
would haue bene a chiefe, oꝛ at leaſt, a beholder of their 
ſpoꝛtes. But he which had moze hammers wozking in his 
bꝛains than one; taking that time as fitteſt fo2 his oppoztu- 
nity, gaue them a cauſe of great ſoꝛrow, as vou ſhall heare. 
TUHhoſec ſpoztes ended, and euerie thing with great credite 
to the actoꝛs, and pleaſure to the beholders finiſhed, the 
Bing and Nucene, whome age nowe called to reſt, after 


kinde tountenances, and manie thanks to the Poble men 


t Gentiles, bad the god night, who were in all humblenes 
and heartie loue cõmended to their reſts, wher let the reſt, 
vnkil the ne wes of their ſons departure be bzought them, 


by 
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by the wofull Barnardine , whe hearts wrcharged with 
- Cozrow, could hardly be comfoꝛted, but that thꝛough the ex- 
tremitie of his griefe , he had reſigned his lateſt gaſpe to 
him whofirſt gaue him bzeath, - 

This wofull newes was two whole dayes and moze 
kept from the king, by that mirrour of fidelitie Barnardine, 
who by all meanes either Art oz trauell could? imagine, en⸗ 
quired after the Pꝛinte, but of him could heare no tydings, 
whereby many ſuppoſed hee was flaine : ſome contectured 
one thing, ſome another. But moſt of al the Ring « QNucen, 
their happineſſe was ſuch as may not without great cffuſt- 
on of teares be remembzed, which cauſed a generall ariefe 
thzonchout the whole Keaiment, But neither ſozrow of 
the ſubiects, noꝛ lamentation ofthetr King, might recali 
him who they all ſo much deſired foſ&, which tauled the 
King ouercharged with melancholy, rather deſiring death 
then like, bꝛeathe out theſe ſpeeches, 

Unhappie (Manpelius) and moze vnhappie, in being fa- 
her to ſo graceleſſe a childe, (oh Dionicus) why haue J li⸗ 
ued to ſ& the growne a man? tenderly caring to bꝛing ther 
to that eſtate:and now my chiefeſt hope was in thee to haue 
comfozt, thus by thy vnkind demeanour, to cauſe my grief; 
how happie be thoſe parents whole childꝛen line in obedi⸗ 
ente but thaiſe accurſed thoſe fathers which giueth r p baidle 
of youth into their hands, who ought to be held in, as the 
Colt vntamed, with the hardeſt bit. Though wile dome 
pꝛe ſageth lawes of gouernment to fathers, and experience 
5 the Auncient which haue liued in elder times giueth 
aduiſe, crping out ef ſuch as giueth libertie to ponglings, 
vet law of nature whereunto we vnhappie parents are to 
much tped, ſoꝛgetting all counſels , are ſo beſotted on thoſe 
careleſſe ponglings, that if they defire any thing, whether 
if be pꝛofitable foꝛ their inſtruction, oꝛ haleth them to de⸗ 
firuction, it map not be denied them: how manp of high 
eſtate by the careleſie regarde of their vntoward childzen, 


hav bene bought to great heaunefſe 2 Oꝛ who taking 
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pleaſure in his olſpꝛing, can ſee him refrained, (J bur vn⸗ 
happie man) halt thou not heard the learned Burgien often 
teli his tender Patient, that it is better to ſmart once, then 
endure griefe euer. And thou that mighteſt haue kept 
thy deare ſonne vnder his Tutoꝛs tuſtodie, wherein he li⸗ 
ued in obediente, might ſo haue had him fill „if thy owns 
ſwliſhneſſe had not bene ſo carele ſſe of him. Then ſinte 
thou haſt bene the cauſe of thine owne ſoꝛrow, blame thy 
ſelfe, and ſigh to think on thy follies: and as thou haſt bene 
the oꝛiginall ofthis miſchiele, not onely robbing thy coun⸗ 
trey of a towarde bꝛaunch fo ſuccede ther, but haſt loſt ta 
thy ſelle the toy ol a father, in wanting thy ſonne, thy lifes 
ſole happineſſe. Perſwade ther, that as many Countries 
haue bene puniſhedfo2 the P2inces offences,(o this plague 
is laive vppon thy ſubiects fo2 thy miſſe. Wherefoze in (03s 
rowing foz thy ſinnes, and that God may ſhewe his mercy 
vpon thykinde Countrey men, ſozrow ſoz thy ſopperp, and 
abiuring thy ſelfe from kingdome, wife, and Countrey, 
betake ther to ſome vnknowne place, where thou maielt 
ſpende the remainder ol thy ouer wozne peares, in con⸗ 
templation fo; thy ſinnes, ſo may that God of all mercie, 
which neuer turneth his face from the penitent, retceius 
the to his grate, and reſtoꝛe thy ſonne, calling him from 
his youthfull deſires, to become a comfozt vnto thoſe which 
with manie ſault tearcs , and hearts full goꝛged with ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, bewayle his abſence. Thus powzing fozth his griefe 
with ſighes and manie bꝛiniſh tearcs , vttering his ſoz 

row, he reſolued to leaue all his ear thly polleſlions, and 
altogither fozlaking the compante of all mankinde, line 
ſollitarie in ſome vnkrequented place, vntill it woulde 
pleaſe God ſome tydings ſhould be ſent him of his ſonne, 
02 elſe by death call him to thole ioyes which neuer ſhall 
haue ende. Thus foz this time he ended his ſozrowfull 
ſpech, vttered in great griefe of minde, whome careful 
fo2 to eſpie time and oppoztunitie fit foz his departure, 
we leaue foz a time. And ſhall tell you furtber of the 


Prince 
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Pꝛince Dionicus, who long wit! this time, is arriued in 
Thrace, 

The Pzince whome deſire ledde to gaine the loue of 
Nutania, not otherwiſe knowne but fo2 a marchant , lan- 
ded now in ſafetie, after a friendly welcome ginen to his 
fellow paſſengers, the Maiſter and Owners, with boun- 
fifull rewardes beſtowed on the Marriners, was lodged 
by the Maiſter in a Parchants houſe of great reputation, 
where vnknowne to be any other then he ſeemed, he im⸗ 
pioyed his ſtocke by Bꝛokers, to great benefite , whiche 
bountifully hee ſpent, whereby he gained the lone of all 
men that euer had any acquaintance with him, ſo that in 
ſhozt time his fame was ſo b2uted thzoughout the Cittie, 
that none ol anie account, but toke great pleaſure in his 
company, and ioped to recount his many vertues. This 
amoꝛous Pzince whoſe heart was on his halfepenny, loth 
to acquaint any man with his ſecret lone to the P2inces, 
doubting ſome further perill to his perſon then her was 
willing fo hazard , would oftentimes intrude himſelfe in⸗ 
to the compante of pong Courtiers , amongſt whome her 
ſo demeaned himſelle, and ſo Courtly in all thinges, that 


all men might iudge from what tree ſuch bꝛanches ſpꝛung. 


By this often krequenting of the Court, in the companie 
ofthoſe to whome he was moſt welcome, he atteined the 
ſight of his Ladie, whoſe beautie, when he had ſerne, ſo 


amazed him, that if he were befoze paſſionate, he was now 


moze perplexed, iudging her excellent perfection to bee 
without compare, yet not knowing how to make knowne 
his loue vnto her, ſmothering in filence his affection, hee 
daily deſired ſome occaſion might be offered, wherein foz 
her ſafetie, and honour of his beloued, he might ſhew ſome 


act woꝛthie honour , and to deſerue her liking , which by 


Foztunes alliſtaunce thus happily came to paſle. 
Muſtopha Corienia, yongelt ſonne to Sutton Corienia,

_ although honourable , might not be wonne by any entrea⸗ 


tie to fancie him, how greatſoever his offers and pꝛoteſta⸗ 
tions of loue were; which refuſall, the Pꝛince bꝛoked ſo 
ill, being of ſuch might, that determining to gaine her by 
foꝛce fo2 his concubine, which in friendship he had ſo often 


required to marry, he leuied a power ol one hundzed thou⸗ 


ſand, both on hozſe and fote, and ſhipping them in warlike 
maner, in Gallies, Frigattes, Foyſtes,and Bꝛigandioces, 
he arriued by the hard labour and painkull bowging ot his 
flaues, befoze the Citie of Lemonia, where Philarchus kept 
his Court, landing the greateſt part of his men and hozſe 
ſuddeinly, and belcagared the ſame, both by land and ſea: 
vnto which he gaue many fierce and hote aſſaults, 4 were 
as valtantly reſiſted, by the courage of thoſe gallant Citti⸗ 
zens, who fighting in right of their Countrep, feared not 
the hugencſle of their Armies, noꝛ their loꝛce ofſhipping, 
pet asthe extremes of fozrain fozce cauſeth many troubles, 
ſo did the Army of Muſtapha, dꝛiue theſe bꝛaue Thzatians 
to manp wants, whoſe courage thꝛough the lacke of victu- 
alls began to quaile: that hauing no meane of reliefe nei⸗ 
ther by ſea noꝛ land, loth to famiſh, came daily to the court, 

humbly beſceching the King to take pittie of them, and not 
with kamine to ſuffer them die. But conſidering that the 
Pꝛinteſſe was the marke whereat he aimed, would rather 
deliuer her, who ſhould be honourablp entre ated, then ſul⸗ 


_ fer ſo many thouſands to periſh. 


Philarchus, vered in mind, was dꝛiuen ta a non plus,ſs 
dinerfly perplexed, he tauld not ſuddeinly anſwer, his child 
who was his onely comfozt and heire -, either to be deliue⸗ 
red him, whoſe name was odious vnto him, oꝛ his ſubiects 
Who loued him no leſle then their owne ſoules, muſt periſh 
in this extreame. Thus doubtfull what to ant were, he cra⸗ 
ued reſpite foz two daies, which they willingly perlded vn- 


to, 
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fo, albeit their want of victualles was ſo great they might 
hardly —__ 

The repozt of this ole full ſufe of the commons com- 
ming tothe eares of Dionicus, who with his attire, wee 
change to Pheander,who was not a litle moned there, and 
the greater was his heauineſſe by how much the moze his 
lone was encreaſed towards the P2inceſle,foz whoſe relef 
he ſought many deuiſes, eltſones determining one thing, 
then another pꝛeſents it ſelfe, which ſeemeth better: at 
length — leaſt delayes ſhould bꝛeede danger, hee de⸗ 
termine din that action which was honozable, to ſhew him 
ſelfe, and eyther by his pꝛoweſſe free the King and his bes 
toued from the tyzanny of the vſurping Infideli,o2 yecld 
his lateſt gaſpe in their defence, 

In this refolutionhe came to the kings pꝛeſence, vnto 
whome doing bis humble duty, , pzzolrating himſelke, he 
faith. 

Molt gracious Soueraigne, and liege Lozde, pardon 
che bold attempt of a rude ſtranger, whome dutikull zeale 
hath bound to your ſeruice, and ot your gracious fauour to 
all men, vouchſafe me that honour in this extreme, wher- 
in your wozthy citizens ffand, diſtreſſed by this faithleſle 
infidell , who doeth ſeeke pour ſabuerſion and their vtter 
decay: whoſe pꝛeſumption, if it pleaſe your Excellence to 
giue me leaue, ſhall by me, and ſueh as J can by loue and 
money dꝛawe vnto me, be chaſtened, and made to knowe 
your Highneſſe can expell at your pleaſure , the power of 
a moꝛe ſtrong and mightier enemie, who though vou haue 
of curteſie ſuffered, it hath not bene of cowardize; as her 
hall well vnderffande . Jn this requeſt , moſt gracious 
and renowmed Soueraigne, tfit ſhall vicaſe pon fo ho- 
no2me, 4 doubt not (by the ayd ofthe - highelt) of a happie

What euer thou be that honoz vꝛgeth to this attempt, 
thankes fo2 thy loue, wiſhing my god, and fo2wardneſſe in 
venturing 99 like, yet befaze A accept thee foz my Cham⸗ 
pion ; fay(gentle friend) ol what countreyart thou 2 what 
name and parentage? to the ende that A may giue thee hos 
nour as thy deſertes and bloud do require: and anſwering.

Know renowmed Lo2d (quoth the Pꝛzince) Vumedit is 


D. ſtipline, my name Pheander , the youngeſt of manie 


of ny fathers ſonnes, vnto whom my minozity denyed luch 


reuentwes and liuinges as might ſufficiently mainteine 


mpeſtate, which taule dme to employ my Cock in trade of 
merchandize, by which in time of peace J gained in your 
.countrie wealth ſufficient, which with wy. body J offer in 


your Highnelle ſcru:ce,anddoubt not but to free thy pꝛinte⸗ 
1y daughter from this vſur pe r, whoſe vertue the woalde ſo 
mu: cenowncth-foz, by that faith which J receined at the 
Foit- tone, ſo long as J may bz 2th, like, neuer thal vnha⸗ 
lowed Cur, triumph in pour Graces cuerthzow,n02 in her 
dilhonoz. 1 

The king ouer ioped at the fe frank affaires: of is cham- 
pion,erpzetſing by his outward ſignes, the inward delight 
gi his heart, andthe deſire he had to accopt this yonglings 
offer, taking great pleaſure in. bis £onntenanee , which 
was louclie, and no way inferiont tothe belt in his court 
foꝛ perſon wiſe dome, and other gad graces, which with ad- 
uiſe conſidered, he ſaith, 

Pheander, wel doell thou thowe thy belle A Gentieman, 
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fo} vnder the habit of a Herchant Gentilitie cannot be hid, 
no pooꝛe eſtate can blemiſh the Noble,no2 aduerſe foztune 
whafſocuer ; but as golde is ſwne brought from the baſer 
metteis to his fozme by the ſkilfull finer; fo are the Noble 
knowne by their vertues, Pheander, 3 haue cauſe to honoz 
ther foꝛ thy lone and foꝛwardneſſe, as alſo ioꝛ thy countrey; 
which( without flattering ther, oꝛ any ther abiding N loue 
fo2 your Kings ſake, But to cur matter, thou ſesſt m deer 
Pheander the millions of cares heaped vppon mp gray 
head, thꝛough the oppꝛeſſion of this heathen Pꝛince, where⸗ 
by J am made moꝛe miſeravie than the meaneſt ſubiect in 
my dominionc; and the moꝛe is mp miſerie, by recounting 
the wꝛetcheo eſtate of my louing ſubiects, whom J hold as 
deare as my life, and wich that by reſigning my life and 
trowne, J might free them from bondage, were it nothing 
els the tyꝛant required. But toward Gentleman „ whoſe 
lone ( wꝛetch that J am,) J cannot requite, my daughter (oh 
fo:rew wozſe tha death to recount) Nutania, the only ſolace 
ok my life, and lines ſole god, in whoſe weal tonſiſteth my 
gd, t by violence offered her, what god can betide me, ſhe: 
ſhe, my deare Pheander, it is that dzencheth my ſcul into ſo 
derpa hel, that almoſt fozgetting myſelf, liuing, davlp dy; 
only recounting the miſcries ſhe ſhould endure, if p tyꝛant 
triumpht inour ouerthꝛow: but he that in extreams tendeth 
coinfoꝛt, hath reuiued me, r relieued my oucrcharged hart 
by thy kind offer; whoſe courage and hope ef victoꝛie being 
ſuch, as thou wilt hazard thy dæreſt blond foꝛ my daughters 
fredom. Thanks (my god Pheander) is all that J can pet 
peeld ther; yet toad moꝛe courage to thy noble mind, fighting 
fo2 vs & out honoꝛ, my daughter, fo whoſe. god thou aduen· 
ture@;ſhall inuelt the with the oꝛder of Unighthode, the 
firſt honour that euer ſhe gane to man of Armes, and ſhal 
pꝛãp fo2 thy gom faccefſe: fo calling fo2 the Pꝛinceſſe, who 
was ſo diſconfent that nothing could be pleaſing vnto her, 
who being come befoze him, after her humble dutie done, 
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the zeale of the merchant vnto her, who had not onely offe- 
red his gods, but alſo his pꝛoper life, to trie in battel his 
foztunes againft their enemie : wherefoze Nutania, quoth 
the king, fo2 that he hath ſo voluntarily offered the fame 
loꝛ thy ſake, and J relying.on my God, and in his pzowes 
haue accepted him foꝛ my Champion, by thy hand he ſhall 
recelue the -honour of knighthood, his title, T he maiden 
Knight, ade pꝛoſper he in his honoꝛable action, and in 
all others as we wilh, and himſelfe deſireth. 

The Pꝛinceſle, which diuers times had noted the conrt- 
lie behauieur of D:onicus , was nota little pleaſed at her 
fathers motion, as one that in hartie good wil, wiſhed him 
better then modeſtie would ſuffer her to vtter; pet harke⸗ 
ning to her fathers ſpeaches, ſhee behelde him with maze 
gracious countenaunce, and vewing the lineamentes of 
his perſon, each grace well regarded, ſhe inwardly bewai⸗ 
led his hardhap, that the goddes had franted him or no bet⸗ 
ter reputation than a marchant, who might well deſerue 
the title of a king, put from her vemento, by retaunting her 
fathers woꝛdes, pauſing thereon ſometime 7 with modeſt 
vluſhing countenance the ſaid, 

Kind fic, whoſe honozable ſeruice offered fo2 my fathers 
god, and all our weales, his ſubiectes; if I peelde you not 
fuch recompente as your de ſertes doe merit, blame me not 
of diſcourteſie, which haue no better knowledge of pou, but 
accept the hartie thanks ofa Mirgin, vnto whome J holde 
my lelfe ſo farre indebted, as can no other way recom⸗ 
pente, then wiſhing your gend vet in earneſt of better god, 
refuſe not at my hand ta receiue the honour of knighthad, 
ſeing my Loꝛds pleaſure is ſuch: and dzawing his rapier, 
the Pzince kneeling, ſhee inuefted him with the ozder, by 

name of the Maiden Knight, i pulling a ie well of rich pꝛice 
fro her gowne, ſhe tied the ſame in a moft beautiful ſcarffe, 
befching him to weare it foz her lake, withingalt artis 
foꝛtune in his attempts. 

The newadopted Bnight,whaſ heartoner {oyed fas & 
= great 
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great afaucur recetned from the ſaint his heart wholy ho- 
noured , with manie thankes dutifully rendered, kiſſed 
the Painceſſe hand, vowing himſelfe her humble ſeruant. 
and in all places to maintaine her modeſt be wtie t P2tnces 
ly honour, with his deareſt bloud. 
The time thus paſſed , wozd was bzonght the King, 
that dinner was readie, whereby they were interrupted, 
whome fo2 a time we leaue to their repaſt , diſcourſing di- 
nerfly at table, of the valour of the Mapden Knight, whoſe 
towardneſſe the King admired ; which made his hopes the 
greater: not doubting but his Champion would pꝛoue no 
leſſe valiant in Armes then they erſpected. At which the 
Panceſſe gloꝛied not a litle, and the Nobles pleaſedat both 
their comfozts,paſſed the time with moze content then ma⸗ 
ny dapes befoꝛe, whome we leaue to their mirth, and the 
7 Knight, to the oꝛdering of his affaires. 
The N umedian King, exiling hunſelfe from his Court, 
in habite of aPilgrime, trauelled many vncouth places in 
fearch foz his ſonne, of whom he could hear no tidings, nei⸗ 
ther could Barnardine fo2 all the induſtrie he could vſe, at⸗ 
taine to any knowledge of him his heart ſo much deſired: 
thꝛough which the heauines both of the Peres TComons, 
were daily increaſed. And no maruel, when their ſoueraign 
the mirroꝛ ol all pꝛincely turteſie, had thus vnknowne, in 
the declining of his age, when his yeares required reſt, ba⸗ 
niſhed himſelfe his conntrep,louing ſubiects, and what elſe 
he enioped: the griefe of which ſo appꝛeſſed the heart ol the 
Nueene,that nothing might veeld her any comfozt.,Buf pi⸗ 
ning in continuall ſozrow,vtterly abandoning the Worlds 
comfozt,to ſ&ke her comfozter,whoſe dwellings art in the 
higheſt heauens, ſhe peelded her due to death, whoſe funes 
rals, with the effuſion of many bꝛiniſh teares of the No- 
bles, and ſozrowfull lamentations ofher ſubietts, was per⸗ 
koʒmed with ſuch honour as to her eſtate required: Whols 
obſegues fimthed, Barnardine regarding the benefit cf the 
2 weale, and the Pꝛintes god, of whom their hope 
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like. Al things furniſhed foꝛ the field, he became an earneff 


Pheander, the 


was to learne knowledge, vſed ſo kinde perſuaſions to the 
whole eſtate, in a parlement holden of purpoſe, that the re⸗ 
giment was deliuered by conſent, vuto fire of the chiefeſt 
nobles, who were ſolemnelyſwo2ne to maintain the digni⸗ 
ties of the Crowne, in abſence of the king © his ſonne, vnto 
whom, being lawfull heires tothe ſame, they ſhuld teftgne 
their titles, whenſoeuer they ſhouldchalenge p ſame, Now 
Gentiles leaue we thele diſtrelſod people, lamenting their 
kings abſence t the queenes dcath,to tel you of the Maiden 
Knight. 

This gallant Paince, the hope of Thrace, tarefuil of bis 
honoz t not vnmindfal of bis new miſtres, whole loue was 


the marke he aimed at,hoping by accompliſhing this victo- 


rie againſt the Souldane, to gaine that place of reputation 
with her that hie deficed : foz the better accompliſhing of 
which, he pzoclaimed byſoundof Trumpet, that all ſuch as 
woulviny action adnetiture their lines with him, houlv 
bountifully be tonſideredꝭ all eſtates from the Cauileare, to 
the Mercenary, cauſed many to offer him their ſonnes, fo 
that in ſhoꝛt time, he had gathered moze able men the euer 
in ſo ſmal warning were ſene; ſuch was the loue his boun⸗ 
tie had gained among all eſtates, that of their kindnes ma⸗ 
ny repaired, moze then fo2.of money, although the thought 

therok is able to dzawy coward to fight, ſo highly was this 
ſtranger honoꝛed. The diligence was ſuch of this Pꝛiate, 
that in ſhoꝛt time he had his companies, which we re ſo kur⸗ 
niſhed, as he lined nat in thoſe territoꝛies that euer ſaw the 


ſutoꝛ to the Pꝛinceſſe his miſtreſſe, fop2ocure the king to 
view his army, which with (mal ſute ſhe obteined fo; him, 
gracing him with all the ſauoursſhe might, moze deligh⸗ 
ting in him then in all the men that ener ſhe law. The time 
appointed foꝛ his muſter, after he had giuen directions to 
all ſuch Leaders x other Officers, what courſe to take with 
their ſeuerall charge, they were conducted to the plate ap⸗ 
man by himſelt, who mounted on a ſtately Courfer, pal

fedon thꝛough the Citie, his Captaines attired in Gaſcoin 
coats of watchet veluet, hauing on the bꝛeaſt + back emboſ- 
ſed with goldſmiths wozk, a Mayden head, accoꝛding to his 
deuiſe on his armes, with the colour of his miſtreſſe ſcarke: 
suery under officer in like ſutes of ſatten, his mercinary 
men in Jackets, hoſe and hats coloured alike, which cauſed 
the beholders, to admire the ſtranger moze then their pꝛin⸗ 
tes. Mhen the king beheld this mtrroz ol honoꝛ, leaſt thin⸗ 
king he was ſonne to his louing frend the Mumedian king, 
and had with great delight viewed each ſeueral officer and 
their charge, with their ozder of march, and ranging in bat⸗ 
tell, all accompliſhed in ſuch war like maner, as ſildome he 
had ſeen: and withall noted his perſon, with his bzaueryin 
armoꝛ, his gallant ſitting a hozſe, and manur ing the ſame, 
his charging, running, and other ſignes ol enſuing god, gi⸗ 
ning him great thanks, he cauſev him to dilſmiſſe his com⸗ 
panics foꝛ that time, to attend his pleaſure at the Court, 
which he cauſed ſuddeinly to be done, attending the kings 
plcaſurt at the Court, as he was commanded : the newes 
bf his arriuall being bzought to the Pꝛinceſſe, who had ſeen 
with what coſt and rare deuiſes, each thing by her ſeruant 
was perloꝛmed, iudging likewile his lone to her was ſome 
cauſe, by his cullours and deuiſes, willing to let him know 
how gractoully the ſame was actepted, ſhe came into the 
Pꝛeſente, Where finding her Knight , after ſhe had with 
a kinde and louing Conge ſaluted him, calling him to 
a. bape Mindowe, with 4 modeſt and comely grace the 
ſaid: | 
Op, how muth 3 I finde up ſeife indebted vnto you, ko; 
- your pꝛeckercd ſeruice, and iozewardnefle in perfoꝛming 
the ſame, J will not ſay, that in lime what wants in me 
to accompliſh,my kingly iather wil recompence,who hath

with your coſt and great charge, which he wil not foꝛget. 
In the meane time god ſeruant, foz ſo J will hencefw2th 
call * , lo vou will vouchlafe to accept of the tytle:

that, without the fauour of ſuch as be cherfeſt in authozity, 
and are nere the pꝛinte, whoſe god will tf they can pꝛo⸗ 
cure( it map be)they ſhall obfaine ſome ſmall thing, (ſcarce 
able to maintaine the poꝛte of a good poman:foꝛ J tel thee, 
ſuch mult be vleaſcd,o2 cls let the pꝛintes iniud be fo2ward 
to reward them, and by their bountie releeue their wantes, 
their god natures by perſwaſton of ſuch as thinks all too 
much which goeth from themlelues , & ſuch as they pleaſe 
to beſtow it vpon, ſhall be abuſed. Thus haue J heard gen⸗ 
tic Knight, and græue, that honour ſhould ſs vnkindly bee 

rewarded ; oz that anyſubtec, ſhould foꝛget his dutze ſo 
much, as fo2 his owne lucre, cauſe theſe that ſpende their 
bloud in their countries defence, their landes and pollelli⸗ 
ons, with emptie purſes and heauie heartes, like men foz- 
loꝛne to walke the ſtreets:exclaiming on them that ſhould 
ſe their ſeruice better rewarded to the diſhonoꝛ ofthe ſkate 
they liue in. This my Pheander, J often recount , lcatt in 
fo2getting it, J fall to inkamie by committing the like; but 
he that gaue me reaſon to know good, and to follow it, wil 
neuer ſuffer me to fall into ſo great follp, noꝛ let me line, 
to foꝛget thoſe maimed bꝛaue men, that venture faz mp god 
and mp countries weale: fo2 while J map bꝛcath, che ſoul⸗ 
dier ſhall be honoꝛed in Thrace, and ſhall reape the reward 
of his merites, neither ſhall theſe Dꝛones, which in ſuch 
times of perils, hide their heads, ſuck the hony off nip gar- 
land. Like mindes J 1th all pꝛinces, with carefull eics lo 
loke inte the doinges of ſuch, who as the moth deuoureth 
the fine cloth,conſumcth their pzincely reputation, c dꝛaw⸗ 
the tommons, who by dutie are bound to loue, frem their 
alleageance, Mhile the king was in this ſpeach, worde 

was bꝛaught him, that a 1 from the campe 1

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his pleaſure at the gate, requiring parlie, which he ludden⸗ 1 


lie granted commanding him to be bꝛoght to his pꝛeſence: 


this vnhallowed pagan, who neuer feared God, no2 was

King of Thrace, Muſtaffa Cela, great commander of 
the empire, x general of thoſe royal armies, ſendeth thee by 
me, thy choyce either ol wars oꝛ peace (peace) if thou deli⸗ 
uer thy daughter vnto him whom he hath ſo oftẽ required, 
pet wheras his loue vnta her hath bene ſuch , to make her 
his wife, his noble mind diſpiſeth her ſo much, as his high⸗ 
nes wil neuer ſo much honoꝛ her, but in deſpite of ther, and 
to abate the pꝛide of that diſdainful dame, he wil vſe her as 


his concubine, when he ſhal haue taken the flower of her 


virginitp, giue her to the baſeſt villain in his camp, Thou 
knoweft my emballage:deliuer her, liue;oꝛ by me return 
thy reſolute ant were, fozit ſhal not be many dayes ere thy 
citie ſhal flame with fire about thyne eares. 

The king vered at this vnexſpected meſlage , could nob 
anſwer him, ſo moued was his choller, vet with as much 
patience as nature would permit, he laide: Pagan, J haue 
heard, x with great paine endured thy Loꝛdes peremptoꝛie 
meſſage: and that thou, ⁊ that Tur, from whoꝛne thou com- 


- meſt,ſhal know the great difference betwern a Chꝛiſtian e 


him, + that he vnderſtand how honozable we hold the lawe 
of arms, J pardon the thy life, which thy pꝛeſumption voth 
require ſharply to be puniſhed, Foz aiilwere to thy Lo2d,

(2 how) to diſcomfo? at vou god knight, qusth Gue- 
ncla, it —— pittie,heing alreadie at ſo low a datm, which 
pitieth me to behold. Comfozt can J giue none to thy de⸗ 
„ ſires hut this, thy ſute is loue, as your Vetters import, in 
9 which dilgaire not, fo thy miltrelſe is q woman, though a. 
P unteſſe, andhow pitifull.our (exe is, J will not boaſkbut: 
wilh ther not diſpaire: Jf thy birth were ag great as thy 
Wa hou mightlt bod and bedde, as god as the Pin- 
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telle Nutania,vnto whom J wil be a faithfull ſoliciter.Mi⸗ 
ſtake me not Pheander , I ſpeake as a friend, and fo leaue 
ther, untill thy comming to my Lady, which detract not, foz 
time loſt, is ſuch a pꝛecious thing às can neuer be recalled. 


Befoꝛe whom, when thou ſhalt come, pleade thine owne 


cauſe, and diſcouer thine owne grie. And ſo karewell. 
| Pheander, which had ſome greater hope by Guenela, 
her lalf ſpeeches, was ſo oner ioped, that he could not bid 


her farewell: pet after his vemento palt, he ſaith, farewell 


the faithfulieſt friend in my diſtreſſe , that euer J founde, 


(Oh Guenela) happy maiſt thou be in thy loues, and highly 
honoꝛed amongſt men, by whom mp cares are thus tcom⸗

and trueth in deliuering my mellage, kreed of ſo heauie a 
burthen, as was likely to haue toꝛne my poꝛe oppꝛeſled 
heart in a million of peeces, Thus vplawding Guenela, he 
had almoſt foꝛgotten his woꝛzd. Leatung further to deſcant 
on this plaine ſong, returne we to the Pꝛinceſle, who was

The Punceſſe hauing the ſight or her ſo long de⸗ 
ſired knight, ſent Guenelia to cntertaine him, and to bꝛing 
him ts her pꝛeſenc 
countenance force, © elcome, bethought her (elie of ſund2y 

meanes, eftſones, daubting by her to pleaſant and kin a 
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euer minute a yeare vntill the ſaw him, whome ſhe with 


he Princefſe ſtudying to frame her

the guerdon aſſigned. the faithfull; (foz dutifull ſeruice and 


Theander, the 
vſage to be thought to fozward in loue:then, what diſtom⸗ 
fozt her heauy lokes might mone to him, whom the malt 
deſtred to pleaſe, In this quandary, fitting on a Pallet, lea⸗ 
ning her head on her pid we, Guenela haty bꝛought the 
Bnight to her pꝛeſence, who doing his dutie, was be the 
Pzinceſſe againe ſaluted. 

Attending like the guiltie condemned, his uten from 
her mouth, which was to giue him either life oz death, the 
night thus at an plus, cucrceme with the beholding of 
the Pꝛinteſſe excllent perfection, was by her the mirroꝛ of 
all honoꝛ and curteſf je, remoued out of bis dumpes, in this ; 
maner, :-. ; 

Sir Pheander, whether I ſhould chaltite thy pꝛeſump· 
tion in waiting fo bolvip vnto me (oꝛ no) J am not pet re⸗ 


ſolued, but befoze J acquainted my father therewith, A 


thought god to heare the ſpeake , fo; that J would not ſo⸗ 
deinly diſgrace ther, whom J haue lo often graced: as well 
to heare thy intent committing ſo great afollie , as what 
thou cariſt ſay in excuſe theresk. Painces are not to be teas 
Fed with, noꝛ to be attempted in ſuch maner by their inte⸗ 
riours, and therefoꝛe thou haſt highly erred in that thon 
haſt done, and encurred the daunger of dur ffriaeſt. lawes, 

by which thou art already codemned, were thy fact known. : 
The Knight ſtanding at the bar, where Bewiie ſat chiefe 
Judge, was ſurpꝛized with ſo many griefes, that he might.

witneſſe to thy ſcife)how faithfully thy feruant hath loued

The Pꝛinceſſe greeued to heare theſe ſpeeches. ; moned 
with great ruth, could har dly fozbeare ſheading of feares, 
pet modeſtie the oꝛnament of womankinde, cauſed her to 
feine a counterfeit ſhow of diſpleaſure to him, whole teares 
w2ong dꝛappes of blod krom her tender heart, vet that ſhe 
might nat to ſodcinly confeſſe her hearts deſire, noꝛ gine 
him caufe of vtter diſpaire, the faith ; Pheander, that thou 
mailt ſx , and ſ&ing , repozt in all places where euer thou 
ſhalt become of womens pitie, J grant the pardon foz thy 
fault, and with my pardon, thy life, which was wholly in 
me to diſpoſe. Foz loning. me as thy Pzince , J heartily 
thanke thi but in ſ@&king to obtaine mp loue as thy wife, 
that haue bene denied to diuerſe and ſundꝛie Painces , in 
that than erreſt: let each cifate frame themſelues in loue 
to their cquall , ſo ſhall they ſoncr obtaine their defires, 

and their loucs in inoꝛe trat :quilitie be mainteined. Thou 
knoweſt thy birth how baſe it is, and though fo2 thy vers 
tues it pleaſed my Pꝛincely father to aduance ih, who 
caunot of his P2incely nature, but re warde the di ferts 
of the well deſeruing. It fo2 his god to ther, thou feke 
ta robbe him cf his thilde „ the rein thou ſhe weſt a. verie 
vngratefull minde , and laieſt open tothe wozly thy baſe 
condition. The retoꝛe perfiit to p2cſecufe thy (ute, let rea- 

fon vanquiih that b2ain-ſicke humo2 which fo afflicts thee; 
in doing which, thou ſhalt ſhe we thy lclie, tobe thyſelfe: 
Foz no greater conqueſt can be atchieued, then conguering 
4 mans pwne effects, Do this, and thou ſhalt finde Nu- 
tania thy faithfuil and allured friend, who will be as carcs 
full to aduaunte ther, as I haue found thee readie to plea⸗ 
— me. 
Alas 
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demaunding of the knight many queſtions, ſhe earneſtly 
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Alas god Madame, anſwered the Unight. I haue often 
heard, the whole needs no phiſition, it is eaſier far to giue 
counſell then to take it. The full goꝛged Churle litle re⸗ 
gardeth the ſtaruing creature at his gate, (but madame) 
could you conteiue the leaſt part of many thouſand griefes 
that afflict me,you would pitie me at leaſt, though you peel⸗ 
ded me no farther fauaur: If thy heart be not harder then 
the Adamant, (pittie me)\weete Lady, and yeld thy grace, 
to augment mp life, oꝛ vtterly deny me your faucur foꝛ e⸗ 
uer. I erſpcct but your anſwere, toz my reſolution is no 0- 
ther then J haue pꝛoleſt, daſtards feare to die)but the No- 
ble minde pꝛeferreth death which endeth all ſoꝛrowes, be- 
foꝛe a life to be continued with diſcontent. The P2inceſſe 
which was at her wits end as full of griefe,as he of ſozow, 
turned her ſpeeches from her matter, to queſtion him ok his 
Countrp, the maner ofthe Court, and ſtate therof, thinking 
ſo to beguilde the time and put him oft foꝛ that ſeaſon, But 
ſo long dalied ſhe, that ſhe was foꝛced in the end to confeſſe 
her loue to be no way inferio2 to his. Thus as J haue ſaid, 


entreated him, to reſolue her whether the Pꝛince Dioni- 
cus, were ſuch as the woꝛld repoꝛted him, who had name 
to be a Paragon, ercelling in all actions required in a No- 
ble man, The P2tnce hearing his name called in queſtion 
by the Pꝛinceſſe, on ſuch a ſodaine,beleued verily that ſhe 
had ſome ſecret knowledge of him, which made him with 
bluſhing chækes to ſay, what repoꝛtes ſoeuer pour Grace 
hath heard of that Pꝛince Dionicus, A know not, a ſubiect 
J was to his kather, and ought to ſpeake reuerently ok him, 
(vet what is truth) and not foꝛ affection oꝛ deſpighte, to ap 
other then J will with my Lladauow. Uiherefo:e Noble 
Lady, J will trulpanſwere your demaunds. 

Lhe Paince whole father was matchlelſe,gaining the 
loue of all men, with care and honoz mainteined the repu- 
tation of his Countrey, which by his careleſſe ſonne is ble⸗ 
miſhed, who neglecting the dutie ofa child, without regard 
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of father, crowne, oz kingdome, exiled himlelfe, no man 
knowes where, oꝛ whether he reſt aliue oz no: inte which 
time, the king his father, who loued him ta dear (iffathers 
loue may be to deare) hath likewiſe abſented himſelle, and 9 
liueth in exile. The mother Mucen,hath reſigned her due 
tio death, leauing (by loffe of thoſe honoꝛable perſons) their 
country without a head, and their ſfate by ſubiectes fo bee 
gouerned, wherby a ruine of the kingdom is like to enſue, 
all pzoc#ding from the Pztace,A miſerable country is that 
(quoth the Pꝛincaſſe) ⁊ to be lamented'; but moꝛe the loſſe 
offo noble a race, the father hauing bene ſuch, and the ſonne 
as (repoꝛt ſaith)ſo toward. But ſay(god Knight)quoth ſhe, 
was there neuer cauſe ſuppoſed of their departures? noz 
did not the father thꝛough his harſh demeanoꝛ, fo2 youth in 
theſe:times take vnkindly their fathers vnkindnes: & age 
is froward, which frowardnes might miniſter great cauſe 
ofdiſcontent, Madam quoth the Knight) to my knowledge, 
this J wil ſap, my father being a Courtier in ſome regard, 
whereby J became familiar with the Pꝛince, and as youth 
will make choiſe of ſome one to participate with, ſo it pleas 
ſed the Pꝛinte, louing my father wel, to vſe ny cowpany in 
all his exerciſes;thzough which J law his demeano2, with 
ſuch reuerent duetie to the king acknowledged, and as 
kindly requited of the king, as on the earth might not bee 
found loue moze perfect til his ſpeach fayling in his mouth, 
he could vtter no moꝛe. The Pꝛinceſſe giting hed to each 
m uoꝛd by him p2onounced, albeit ſhe (awe the repeating of 
the Pꝛinces life, was ſomewhat cumberſome vnto him, pet 
ceaſed he not to bꝛge him, to ſhe w ſuch ſoꝛrowe in deliue⸗ 
ring the ſtoꝛpe ſo of her deſired. Ah Madame (quoth the 
knight) at his departure , began our Countries grief and 
my ſoꝛrow from whome in life, J could neuer bee ſepera- 
fed, ſuch was my loue to him, which refuſed himſelre,his 
Crotone, and dignities. A dolekull tale haſt thou deitue- 
red (quoth the Pancelle) which J percciue moueth you to 
impacience, whercfoze, one demaund and an ende. The

Pꝛinte Piate made choyle of pou, fo2 his companion: 


Then vnder benedlcitie let me crane(all law offriendlhip 
exempted) did he not acquaint you with his determinati⸗ 
ons? foꝛ me thinkes it is ſcant credible, that ſuch an vnity 


ſhould be amongſt men, their loues being lo perfect, hut 
he ſhould diſcloſe each ſecret intent whatſoeuer: many rea⸗ 

ſons dꝛaweth me to ſuppoſe if, which Þ will omit, foz J 
perceive J am to tedious. Pour Ladiſhip v2geth me far, 
pet will Jaccompliſh your requeſt, who haue power fo 
commaund me. The Gentleman who neuer offended , but 
in committing of this great offence, long beloꝛe his depar- 
ture, hauing belike ſome motion of defire in his thoughtes, 
became of a pleaſant Gentleman, the moſt melancholieſt 
that could be found; that quite aboliſhing all company, hee 
beſt confented himſelfe with his ſecrete togitations; conti⸗ 
nuing this homour ſo long, that he fell ſicke of an extream 
Feuer; which ſoencreafed vpon him, as all Phyſickes res 
liefe was quite giuen ouer ; ſo that ſmall was the hope of 
his recouerie, whoſe diſtrelſe, the kind King, with the mo⸗ 

ther Queene, grieued in ſuch wiſe to beholde, as in ſhoꝛte 
time it was hard to be iudged which of the thꝛee endured 
molt extreames. But God that in adnerfity ſends comfozt, 
refkozed the Pꝛince to ſome lfregth! belike reteiuing ſome 
comfozt in his imaginations, x by his recouery, the Ring c 
Aucne were both ſo comfoꝛted, as in hoꝛt time they were 
raiſed from their ficke cabinets, to frolike it amongſt their 
noble ſubiects, who ioyed in nothing ſo much as in their 
healthes. But how ſone the Sunſhine ol their happineſſe 
was ouerſhadowed with cloudes of comfoztleſſe care, grie⸗ 
ueth me to recount; et dare J not gainſay your Ladiſhips 
requeſt. The Pince recouered oł his maladie, made ſem- 
blance of ſuch content, that none but himſelfe could witneſſe 
vy the leaſt ſuſpition, his hearts diſcontent, yet oftentimes. 
ſhould. J, being ſeldome from his company, ſighing witha 
number of far fetched ſobs, heare him ſay, Peerleſſe Ladie, 


wauld my loue were as wel known to thee as to mine own.

foꝛ ther, that art the only Pꝛinceſſe on the earth, excelling 
in al vertues which beaufifie the honourable; the repoꝛt of 
which hathfettered my fancies to thee, that I pꝛotell to bee 
thine, oꝛ neuer mine owne:then loking with a gaſfly lock 
about him, to ſe if any ouerheard him, hee woulde fall into 
ſome other diſtourſe, euer applauding v rare perfections of 
his miſtreſſe, who was vnk none to all but only to hunſeif 
t J, who frö the firſt he acquainted with p ſame:batefly Ka⸗ 
dy, (foꝛ F weary vou with my diſcourſe) the lone of his Las 
dy hath dꝛawn him from his country, whoſe abſence cauſey 
the kings erile,+ the Kings exile the Qucns death, | 
The Pꝛinceſſe hearing all theſe extreams to grow from 
affection, knowing well her owne hearts diſcontent , with 
aſigh from the deepeſt, which weng tears from her heart, 
the ſafd; Alaſſe noble Gentleman, whole top ſo ſone oucr- 
whelmed, hath heapedlo many cares vpon me, what folly 
Was there in ther, that wouldeſt not diſciole thy lene which 
burned ſo vehementlie: was the dame fo baſe, that thou fea- 
reſt thereby to ignoble thy iſſue, oꝛ of ſuch high eſtate thou 
doubteſt to obtaine her; ik either, by perl waſions all griefs 
might haue bene mittigated:if d Monarch, why thou by re⸗ 
poꝛt᷑ deſerueſt her; if a begger, thou mighteſt make her no⸗ 
ble; what ere the were hearing thy viſtrefle, could ſhe ſoz⸗ 
beare to pitie thee? No, no, were her heart moꝛe harder then 
the Diamond, it could not choſe at p hearing therof, but res 
lent:elſe, wel wozthy were ſhe tobe ſcoꝛned of al Ladies, 
and neuer to bee named amongſt the number of women. 
The Pꝛince ſceing the Pꝛinceſſe in this pitiful humour, 
thought it god friiting whe the iron was hot, e taking the 
oppoꝛtunity, anſwered her thus: Is your Ladiſhips cenſure 
ſuch ol hard · hearted Ladies, t wü not be entreated of him, 
whoſe louie to pou, is no whit inlerioꝛ to the 182: Dionicts,

fay Nutania, the Pzincefle of Thrace were the Saint, vnto 
whome this vnhappie Printe had vowed his deuotions, 
and that all the paſſions he hath endured, are fo2 your tone, 
would you vouchſafe him lone in recompente thereof? The 
Pꝛinceſſe dꝛiuen to her ſhiftes at this demaund, could not 
tell what foanſwere , yet ſharpening her wittes (as wo- 
men can doe) ſhe ſaid: Pheander, Loue is not to bee dal- 
lied with, as J haue heard them ſay, which ſpeake by ex- 


perience; therefoze J cannot directly anfwere thy que-

Swans. Pour errour is great, Madam, (quoth the katght) 


foz many haue bene with loue ſo ouercome , that Kingcs 
haue bene cnfozced to ſtap to their ſubiectes, andthe grea⸗ 
teſt congquerours ; whoſe valour many volumes recozde, 
by loue compelled tofozſake themſelues , taking ſundꝛie 
ſhapes and manp toples, to gaine the loue of their Ladies. 
I ſpeake now Madam oz the Pꝛince, whom J lou? well, 
and challenge pour charity map bee to him entinued, ſoz 
yaur loue is the only phyſick that muſt cure him. oz cls all 


other helps ane friudlous: in hope whe rof, he bꝛeaths a lin⸗ 


gring like, tit pour gractogs conſent finiſh his griets, veel 
ding to his de ſires, in whom it reſteth, to reſtoꝛc him bani⸗ 
ſhed, to his regal dignities, who is p; cauſe of his exile: da⸗ 
car dneſſe hathcauſed bus to conceals it, bearing the extres 
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The Pꝛinceſſe hearing her Knight pleave fo2 the Prince 
with ſuch earneſtneſſe, leauing his owne ſute, to dꝛaw her 
to lone him of whom her thoughts were leaſt on, thought it 
ſome pollicy of the Knight, which imagined loue had van⸗ 


quiſhed her, ſwelling with anger at theſe new imaginati- - 


ens, hei colour changed into ſo many foꝛmes, that the leaſt 


child which had ſcene the ſame, might eaſily haue geff what 
mall content thoſe laſt vttered ſpeeches w2ought, But 


doubting leaſt with ſilence it ſhould be percciued, with a 
heart fuli fraught with fury, ſhe layd; Deceitfull wꝛetch, 


vnwozthy the fanour of the ſimpleſt dꝛug, that by thy ſubtil 


pꝛactiſes haff ſought to inſinuate thy ſelfe into my ſecrets, 
was it not falſe varlet, ſufficient that J fozbeare the puni⸗ 
ching of thy own bold wꝛitings, but to my face in colozable 
maner, deludeſt me with tales of J know not what, Vane 
J euer graced thee ſince J firſt ſawe ther, and requiteſt thou 
my fa!zour thus, dallping with me as with thp infertour, 
v2 ſome of thy baſe Trulles: No, no, vle thy ieaſt with ſuch 
that can better diſgeſt them, and from henteloꝛth be war 
ned, (and warned) take herd how thou dare either by woꝛd 
oꝛ weiting, vſe any like motions, leaſt J acquaint y wozld 
with thy impotent dealings, and by death thou receiue the 
guerdon of thy ill: and ſo fare as thou mailt, foz neuer er⸗ 
pect farther fauour at my hands. 

The Pzince hearing this finitiue ſentence, from her, 
whole tongue was top2onounce his life oꝛ death, thought 
it high time to ſpeake fo2 himſelfe befoꝛe ſhe departed, and 
ſtaping her as ſhe wonid haue gone, he humbly bcfovght 
her, not in dilpicalure to leaue him, but with paticrice en- 
dure what he could ſap: which albeit ſhe might hardly be 
wonne to grant, yet her fozmer affection baniched cholloz 
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— by woes your rxellent whom ; "The . 
want of whole grace, haleth him on to deſperation, not able 

any longer to reſiſt loues aſſaults, which with ſuch hot al⸗ 
larmes afſatleth him, that longer he cannot endure them. 
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tinuallp lamenteth his loſſe, which is loſt to them fo2 euer, 


that vnhappie Painece, who hath vowed to loue pour grace | 


to the dealh:and by granting him your loue, vou ſhall dzaw 


him from death, thereby not onely reffoze him, but fili the 
hearts of many thouſands with toy, which with teares cons 


and ſhoztly will be loſſe to himſelfe a the whole wozld.Uns 
happy Pꝛince, why name J him Prince, whoſe miſeries is 
moze the the moſt wꝛetched ſlaue that liueth, who not able 
to endure the foꝛce of lone, hath foꝛſaken himſelſe, to follow 
his own affectiõs, without knowledge of father, kin, oꝛ ſubs 
tects. Mule not Madam, at the raungeneſle of the Tale J 

haue to deliuer, noꝛ let it ſeme incredible, that Jam that 
vnhappy Dionicus, lawfull heire of the NVumedian Crown, 
that P2ince , thꝛough whom ſo many miſeries is befallen 
his countrꝑ, his fathers care, t cauſe of his careful mothers 
vntimelp death, who fettred in loues bands, by repoꝛzt of thy 
perlefſe bewtie c vertues, hath dzawne me to take the ha ⸗ 

bit of a merchant, vſurping the name of Pheander, the moꝛe 
vnſuſpected to attain the ſight of thee whom my heart lo des 
ſired; whom if thou pitie, liueth bp thy loue to do ther hanaz, 
and without the, may no longer iniop this life; in purſuit ot 
whoſe loue, i die, my ghoaſt among the reft of louers wal 
ſing hymnes in laude of thy pxrilefie bewtie. 

The Pzinceſle as one in a trance, could not tel whether 
che heard him ſpeak, oꝛ dꝛeamed, pet noting his counteitace 
which ſhewed a troubled ſpirit, tickled with a ſodain iop, as 
Women be pꝛoud in their Loues, that her loue to Pheander, 
was methamoꝛpholed to Dionicus, the Namedian Pꝛʒinte,

of Generall)fo2 the ſeruice, was the Mayden A nighe, wha 


was v2ged vnto it by the two kings, in ſuch maner, that no 


excuſes noꝛ delaies which he could make, might be accep⸗ 
ted, vnleſle he ſhould by his tw much refuſall, purchaſe the 


name of coward ; this choyſe greatly diſliked the Knight, 


whoſe warres in lone,had but newly begunne to take ſuc⸗ 
teſſe, who ſcarcely aſſured of the P2incefſe , although her 
pꝛomiſed faith might put him in comfo2t,yct weighing the 


vnſtability of their ſexe, he doubted leaſt his abſence might 
dꝛawe her to that which he would herdfullp regarde being 


pꝛeſent. The tydings of her fathers election, made of her

cauſer of ſeperating her loue. In this mclanchsly vttering 
ſuch ſperch of diſpaire , as though ſhe ſawe the dzeadfull 
mefſenger Death, alreadie ſeized vpon the valiant knight. 
Lhe knight who could take as litle reff, as his Lady plea- 
ſure , could finde content in no place, vntill her came to 
the P:inceſſe lodging, whome founde in this paſſion, 
which was moꝛe greenous then all the reſt, her blubbzed 
epes pzelfyng bloud from his heart, beholdyng her in that 
plight, whoſe happy content, was his onely toy.

rall Councell was called, where enery man had libertie te 
deliner his aduiſe to2.the benefit of the action, UWhere al⸗ 
fer long debating, and cache perill aduiſedly weyghed, if 
was determined, the Fleete ſtould put againe into the 
Sea, leaſt they being a huge number ſhould be diſcried, and 
their intent thereby made fruſtrate, To bꝛing their pur- 
poſe to better effect, a Frygate was flenderly manned to 
auopd ſuſpition, who in the night rowed hard abwzd the 
ſhoarc, with Commiſſion to take what ere bee were they 
could firſt lay holde off, that they might be the rather ad⸗

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Phearder, the 
beft tried, as the Loꝛd Cariolus in this, who ſing the co⸗ 
wardiſe of ſuch baſe companions, firſt by fatre perſwaſions 
encouraged them to the attempt , ſhewing in his counte- 
nance his reſolution, and arming them with hape of victo⸗ 


rie, not omitting the reward of ſo honourable an action, 


which if they eſcaped with victozie being the beginning of 
their enter paiſe, de ſerued moze to be recompencev then all 


the reſt. To giue pou courage my hearts(quoth he,) ſay 
not to pon go, but follow me pour Leader, who will either 


winne her, oꝛ leaue my life in ſo god a cauſe. But theſe 
ſpesches with thoſe daſtards pꝛeuailed not at all, who ſing 
the match vnequall, erped fil to be gone, but Cariolus, who 
weighed his honoz farre aboue all, moued with great im⸗ 


patiente at their deniall, with his Napier dꝛawne came a- 
mongſt them, reuiling them with odious ſpeeches, and pꝛo⸗ 


teſting what ere he were that ſhould in the leaſt ſoꝛt either 
by Woꝛd o2 countenance, make ſhow ſo return, ſhould with 
his own hand be murdered, and ſo long as he might bꝛeath, 
no kaint hearted villaine ſhould diſhonoꝛ him, who came to 
gaine honoꝛ. Therefoꝛe ſwete blouds (quoth he,) take cou- 
rage and feare not, death with honoꝛ, is to be valued moze 
then life, with a kingdomes poſſeſlſion, who ſo follsweth 
me, ſhall finde me euer his friend, and what ere J poſleſſe, 
ſhall haue intereſt in it. The company how loath ſo euer 
they were to be wonne to ſo hardan aduenture, pet ſeeing 


the noble man ſo reſolute, thought it botleſle to refuſe him, 


oꝛ to make ſemblant of dillike, holding it moze wiſedome 
to keepe his honozable friendſhip by their fo2ward aduentu⸗ 
ring, then pꝛocure his enuy by their cowardiſe, and ſreing 
it high time to reſolue, the galley appꝛoaching themncare, 
they cried to p2occed,and they would all follow him, Cario- 
lus pleaſed with their willingnes, had ſcarce leiſure to giue 
directions fo2 the fight. befoꝛe the galley came within hay- 
ling, whoſe foꝛce being ſuch and ſo wel manued as ſhe was, 


made [mall account of the Frygat, who although they hal⸗ 
led many times, pet making as ik they heard not, boꝛe vp 


with 
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with them, and valiantly without woꝛps, entered her in 
the Pꝛow, putting them from their Oꝛdinance, where they 
within bod with their Piſtolles, Scmitartes, and other 
nerdfull weapons, valiantly behaued themſelues, Cario- 
lus crping ftill courage, courage, Theſſalie, ſo long that in 
ſhoꝛt time the Cauileres were all ſtowed, and his compa⸗ 
ny leauing his Frygat entered all the Galley, as lawfull 
Pꝛize to be ſhared amongſt them. The Noble Cariolus ha- 
ning ended the fight, he kindly with woꝛds ol kauour and 
pꝛomiſe of libertie, with great reward to the ſlaues, vꝛged 
them to apply their labsz, which with lo willing hearts ac- 
tompliſhed his requeſt, that in ſhozt time they had ſight of 
their Fleete,and beare with them all they might, which be- 
ing deſcried, they could not imagine whether the Galley 
were friendoz no, wherefoze the Generall to auopd perill, 
as wiſedome with valour is requifit, doubting: that by fi- 
ring 92 sther miſchiefe, they might annoy them, he called 
by his flage of Councell, the commanders of each ſhip, fry- 
gat and galley, adutfing them to fake great regarde, how 
they ſuffered the galley to bod them. By that time the 
whole Flete was pꝛepared in ſquadzons, rowing fiue and 
fiue,warlike and bꝛaue, Cariolus came vp with them, when 
the flerte halled them, they eſpied his owne cullozs aduan⸗ 
ted on the Pope, and an other Enfigne hanging vnder her 
ſterne, which ſight gaue them great cauſe ok iop, to fignifie 
their gladnes foz his ſucceſſe,cach ſhip in the foꝛe ward with 
their Oꝛdinante and ſmall ſhot, accezding to the maner of 
the ſea, bad him welcome. In which Tryumph, vnhappily 
with a ſcowzer which negligently was ſhot from a Hargu⸗ 
buze, was the Noble Cariolus wounded, to the great griefe 
of all the Nobles. The Generall hauing vnderffanding 
therok, ii. bis ſhalop boꝛded him withall the ſp&d he might, 
karrping with hin his owne Surgion, and luch as pꝛokel⸗ 
ſed phiſick, doubting the grieke to be moze dangerous then 
if pꝛoued, whereok, albeit the repoꝛt was firkt effenſiue to 
bum, pet was comtoꝛted in this comfozt , the wounde not 
D 3 mos tall, 
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moztall, they regarding it as nothing, when the Generall 
had carefully ſen the wound ſearched and dꝛeſt, enquiring 
what they were which he had taken, he cauſed all the chies 
of them to be called vnto him, whs en their examinations 
would conkeſſe little, which foꝛced the Generall to put one 
of b inferioꝛs, attendant on Phidamia, the Egyptian kings 
brother, to be toꝛtured, who foꝛced with the crueltie theres 
of, confeſſed what they were, and how their going loz Ba- 
bylon, Was to mtreate a peate with the CEmpercur, who as 
they were infeꝛmed, leuied a power to ſubuert tgeir couns 
tre, in reuenge of the wzong offered Phedera, ſiſter to the 
T heſſalian Ring, ſlaine in a battaile fought at ſea, by the E⸗ 
gyptian Ring. This newes was not ſoner reuealed then 
welcome, foꝛ hereby they were aſſured ol an expected frend, 
pet caquired the Generall, whether their king had mars 
ried the Pꝛinceſſe Phedera, oz no, and where hee lincd? 
Sir quoth the Egyptian, alter the victozy obtained, wheres 
in the Noble Theophilus periſhed , the King my maifter, 
kurniſhed foz ſuche an attempt, without further ſtate oz 
ſuffering them to gather head, which he was ſure they 
would do, hearing of their Kings ill ſucteſſe: to pꝛe⸗ 
nent which, he framed his courſe thither, where they ſud⸗ 
deinly arrined, and by their power and poilicie , ſubdue 
the chiefeft of the Nobilitie, who hauing them ſure, they 
eaſily and in ſhoꝛt time, ouercame the reit, where he was 
by generall vopces (though) againſt their liking, Crows 
ned King of The/z/y, How hee puniſhed the Nobilitie , J 
omit, embacing them, and raiſing in their places them. 
karre vnwoꝛthie ſuch honoz and reputation, ſo that neither 
Gentleman oꝛ other of account, but liueth in great ſerui⸗ 
fub? and flauery, glad to be releucd with needfall vpands 
2 * at their handes, which themſelues haue ol⸗ 
en fed. 
The Þ:inceſle, fo2 all the perſwaſion he can vie, he cannot 
in one obtain, pet hath he vſed the god Lady, moze cruelly 
then J would willingly repozt, the ſtrangenelle of her tozs 
i Lures 
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tures being ſuch, as fewe but doth greatly pitie. And now 
as our laſt Poaſtes imparted vnto vs, he hath appointed 2 
time wherein ſhe muff reſolafely anſwe re him to hts con- 
tent, 02 ende her life in fire, The which crueltie to her 
bled, repoꝛted by Merchants of Balylen, with the vertues 
ofthe Pꝛinceſſe, and comming to the Emperozs eares, be- 
ing now in the pꝛime ol his peares, either of pollicte being 
mightie, to releaſe her, oz whether to make her his Ladie 
and wife, J cannot ſay, but hee hath required her in mar⸗ 
riage, pꝛetending great laue vnto her, which the King wil 
not graunt vnto. But in woꝛds ol great deſpight hath an⸗ 
ſwered him, in ſuch manner, as her greatly diſliking, hath 
with firs and ſwoꝛd deſied him, whe being a Pꝛinte of ve⸗ 
ry great might and foꝛte, our nobles of Egit, haue thought 
god rather to iopne with fauourable ſhowes of friendſhip, 
then abide the extremitie of his furie. Loe fir, quoth her, 
thus haue J ſatiſfled your requeſt, which is all I can dw. 
And foꝛ the ſame quoth the Knight, receiue thy libertie, 
with what other fauour J may do ther. 

Theſe ne wes was as pleaſing to the Mayden night, 
as if he had bene polleſſed of the Crowne, and hauing ſuch 
aduantage, holding it ſmall poilicte to ile any time, com⸗ 
fozting Cariolus , emmitting the charge of his pꝛiſoners 


vnto his god regard, her haſteth to his owne chip, Where, 


vnto Theoplulus King of 7 heſſ-/y, hee recounted what hee 
had heard, deſiring that oꝛder might be pꝛelently taken, 
whereby the enemy might be ſurpꝛized at vnawares , (o 
might they finiſh their intents with lelle danger and moꝛe 
honour , on which thep agrering, they ſummoned their 
chiekeſt, vnto whome, the Knight recounted what the E- 
gyptian had declared, beſeching the Kiag whoſe cance if 
was, to ſpeake his minde, then the reſt to giue their ads 
uiſe what they thought was beſt to be done, foz accompli⸗ 
ſhing their deſires, and planting the King in his owne 
Countries. 

Thele queſtions pꝛopounded, each particular A 
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Fheander, the 
with each aduantage , and occaſion which offcred gd ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe was thꝛougbly debated, when they had each one deli⸗ 
uered their minde, Pheander, whoſe honsꝛ was now in the 
Balance, as one that veſtred no woꝛldly polſelſions ſo much 
as the reputation with his miftrefſe and the Ring, ſaide; 
Noble Gentlemen, pou haue all like reſolute, bzaue t har⸗ 
die mon at Armes, fhdwed in your ſpet ches the defire vou 
haue to do this noble King that ſeruice fo2 which we come, 
if therkoꝛe you wil encline pour eares to my opinid among 
the reſt, A ſhall acknowledge my ſelfe greatly fanoured by 
you, The whole company which by curtcſte was d2awns 
to his loue, was eaſily wanne to this requeſt, and willed 
him ſay on, which he did in this maner. 

r Noble Lozds, and friends in Armes, touching theſe 
motions made fo2 our pꝛoctedings, it bath bin by the Egpp⸗ 


tian repozted, whom we do credit, the King is in poſſeſſion. 


of Theſſaly, which Crowne, we know all, he doth diſhonss 
rably vſurpe. The Pꝛinceſſe, ſhe, in ſuch extreme, that by 
his cruell cenſure is not long to line , vnleſſe againſt her 
will the grant to loue him, who is loathſome in her eyes, 
Ts pꝛeuent which, it behoueth vs to ſearch the beſt means 


that we tan, and foꝛ that euer one hath giuen his cenſure, 


this is my aduiſe, that hauing theſe Nobles in our poſſeſſis 
on, in whome conſiffeth the ſtrength of his Realme, our 
company being luſtie and ſtrong, we wil raunge their con- 
fines, where finding place coppoꝛtunitie, we may ſurpꝛize 
them at vnawares, who being ſubdued, his foꝛce ſhalt be 
the moꝛe impaired. That done, we will with all connems 
ent ſperd pale foꝛ Theſſaly, where J doubt not but to come 
beloꝛe the time limited the Pꝛincelle fo2 her anſwere, and 
ts reſkew her, delinering the poſſeſſion of the Crowne, 
info the Kinges hand, the knight hauing ſaid, pzeſently 
it was confirmed, and each Captain departed to his charge 
accoꝛding to directions giuen, entered the confines of E- 


£ipr, where they w2ought by ſuch pollicte and directions of 
the Mayden Nuig ht, that they landed in the dead of ß night, 
the 
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the greateſt part of their Se e in warlike oz⸗ 
der towards the Citie of Buctelia, where the king kept his 
chiefe Court, and where their greateft fozce was. Wut be⸗ 
foze they could recouer the walls, oꝛ come to view the ſame 
fo any aduantage, they were deſcried, and the gates ſhuf, 
againſt whom the Citizens made ſuch power as they could 
fo2 their defence, which vnexſpected of the Knight, canſed 
him to ſtaie vntill himſelfe went to knows their pleaſures 
and to deliuer his own? intent. And mounting himſelle, 
onely accompanies with his Herald and one Trumpet, her 
came befo2e the walles, ſommoning them to parley,which 
waz anſwered agatne by an other Trumpet, and ſuch of 
the nobilitie as was within, ſhewed themſelnes vatohim, 
dcmanding a caule of his comming in Armes to diſturbe 
| their domumons,and the ſubiects to their king. 

Novles of Egypt, anſwered the Maden Knight, Theo- 
philus Lawfull Ring of 7 Heſaly, whoſe Crowne, your King 
Donacia, vniuſtly withholdeth, pꝛeſerued by heauens pow⸗ 
er io2 your ſcourge, and to reuenge the bloud of thoſe inno⸗ 
cents llaine by your crueltie, is come with fire and lwoꝛd to 
require his right, which if yon accept, and will deliuer, her 
ſendes you by me mercy, if pon deny and do not ſurrender 
your Crowne of Ee yp:, with all the regalties, honoꝛs, pꝛi⸗ 
uiledges andcuſtomes, thereunto belonging, and become 
his taithfil ſubiects and liegemen, vou fhal all periſh with 
the [wozd,aad your Countrey klaming with fire, ſhall be o⸗ 
uerfh:owne,in ſuch maner, that i in time to come, there ſhal 
nothing be found but the ruines of pour goꝛgious Palaces, 
and ftately Cities, this hath he vowed by the honour of his 
name: therefoze choſe like wary Champions, and let me 
know pour willes, foꝛ no detraction may be vſcd. 

The Egpytian Pheres,which heard the name of Theo- 
Philus, whom they long ſithence ſuppoſed dead, were ſur 
pꝛized with a ſodaine feare, in ſuch manner as their ſences 
were depꝛiued, and they relled line men in extacie,fearing 
the reuenge ol him — they did all — Was by their 
Ring 
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King highly w2onged, yet chewing the Hobilitie of their 
mindes, chaking off feare , they ſayd; Sy2 Knight, thy vn⸗ 
twked foz meſſage is ſuch, as we know not ſode inly how to 
and were, neyther will we lyke faynt hearted peaſants, de⸗ 
rogate from our Noble aunceſtoꝛs, the honour they long 
mainteined, with cowardiſe to deliver that which nature 
and fidelitie vꝛgeth vs to defend, our lines we effeeme as 
they are,vatne, and enery day ſubiec to caſualties & death, 
noꝛ do we enioy that ſmall time giuen vs, but onely fo2 our 
Common; weale, and benefit of our Country, being pillers 
on whom the ſtate dependeth: you haue daffardlyke way- 
ted oppoztunitie to take vs at aduantage, our King not |. 
pꝛeſent, whoſe right and intereſt we are woꝛne to main 
faine. Therefoze to Theophilus ſay; That as we ſerus Nl 
dur King,and line by his Grace, we will with our deareſt 
bloud withſtand the inuafion of any foꝛraine Pꝛince what- 
feeuer. It our king as you alleage,haue sffcred w2ong vn⸗ 
to him, let him reuenge it on him, and ſeeke his amendes 
where he map get it, ſo2 other entertainment let him not 
loke foꝛ here. 

The Maden Nuig hi hearing their reſolution, greatly 
commended their valour, and lopaltie to their ſoueraigne, 
Who ſeeing their truth, pittied them, and wiſhed all men 
fo faithfull mindes: yet how well ſo euer he iyked their an⸗ 
(were, their intents was to be confidered, who came with 
moꝛe reſolute mindes then ts be wonne with faire wozbs, 
and therefoze returned with all haſt to the Camp, where to 
the king, he b2icfly delinered the ſumme of their anſwere, 
Which the king toke no pleaſure ta heare, rather deſiring 
their ſubmiſſion by curteſte,then the cffuſton of bloud; pet 
not to pitie them in ſuch maner to giue ouer the aduantage 
he had, wherefoze that they might be alſured of his reſolu⸗ 
tion which came to conquere, from his vſurping foe, taking 
his Army which was ledde by the appoyated Generall, her 
bꝛought them befoze the Citie, vato whom they gaue ma⸗ 


ny ſharp and flerce allarmes, and were valiantly repulſed, 
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not without great loſſe of either part. Thus continued the 
aſſaulf long and dꝛeadfull, till Pheander noting the time 
"” ofthe Pꝛinceſſe Phederaes death to dꝛaw ntare, when ei⸗ 
her ſhe mult be reſcued, oꝛ dye that extreame death aſſig- 
ned, he determined to put all on fo2tune , to ſe the ende, 
and not longer to pꝛolong time. And calling thoſe whoſe 
valour he had moſt aſſurance off, hee made knowne vnto 
them his intent, requirin ig their company, wherunto ſmall 
perſivaſions ſerued, defirous to be a partner with him in 
bis actions, which were in all things very honozable,Lhe 
knight aſſured of his friends and followers in this action, 
gaue directions to all Captaincs , at the going downe of 
the Sunne to be readie furniſhed with their companies, to 
bid the enemy battell, doing their beſt, befoze that place 
where their chiefe loꝛce was, in the meanc time, he with 
his accomplices would aſſaile ſome other part which was 
of lefſſe abilitie to defend, 

Thus theſe noble Gentlemen, hauing determined as 
they ſap, to winne the hoꝛſe oꝛ loſe the ſaddle, neglected ns 
time, ſo that againſt the appointed houre, each man in his 
place was readily fuͤrniſhed, and moſt valtantly attemptes 
with all warlike Enſignes to enter the Cittie, battering. 
ſcaling, and each ſeuerall waves ſearching, that pollitie o2 
valour would permit, to bꝛing the Citie torrine,and vans 
quiſh p enemy, which was molt nobly defended with great 
courage and much lofle of either part. While they were at 
their hardy fight on either part, it is not to be loꝛgottẽ, how 
the Mayen Knight with his aſſociates, ſcrking oppoꝛtuni⸗ 
tie, by chance lighted on the fide efan old wall, which being 
ſome what decaied, they by induſtry of their hands x pain⸗ 
full toyle, easily made the bꝛeach ſuch, that they entered at 
pleaſure, and pallpng through the ſtretes which ledde to 
the aſſaulted gate, moleſted no man vntiil they came 
thither, where entering the ſame , llewe the watch and 
opened the gate, aduancing the 7 5racia» Kings colours 
on the top . crying euer in their way as they palled, 
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Theſaly,Theſſaly. This cry amazed the Citizens, and Ars 
med the Thraſians to the hotter attempt, who entered tg 
the ref, æ with ſuch conrage bare them, that they had ſone 
vanquiſhed the defendanfs,who to ſaue their liues, had bes 


taken thcinielues to their Churches, as places of Sanc⸗ 


tuarp, from whence they ſent their wiues and Infants all 
diſrobed, fo ſearch the King, and in their names to require 
his pardon, ſuch diligence made the modeſt matrenes, that 
they were bꝛought by Pheander ta the King , where pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrating themſelues at his fete , their face bedeawed with 
teares, they humbly veſought him to take compaſſion on 
them, their huſbands and childzen, that as he was a Con! | 
querer,ſo with fauour to vſe the glozy ot his victozy,as the 
poꝛe ſubiects might not haue cauſe to complaine them of 

his crueltie, who had done nothing blame woꝛthie, but as 
true ſubiects to their ſoueraigne the King, whoſe hart was 


moued with pittie at their ſute, gently twke them vp, mea⸗ 
ſuring their calamitie by his own? miſfoꝛtunes, and be⸗ 


thought him of their fidelitie, pet pꝛetending a ſhow of vn⸗ 
kindneſſe, fo2 refuſing his mercy pzoffered them by his no⸗ 
ble Generall, he would not be entreated ſodcinly to grant 
them life, which the Noble Pheander noted, and like him⸗ 
ſelfe, waping their faith to their Pꝛince, and weale of their 


Countrep, which with their liues they had ſonght to main⸗ 


taine, he was content to remit their fault, and not onely to 
pardon their liues, but reſtoze them to all foꝛmier liberties, 
and places of honour , without any diſparagement to their 
ropaltie, fo that they would acknowledge him their ſouc- 
ratgne,and be as faithfull to him and his, as they had ſhew⸗ 
edthemſelues to that vſurper his enemy, This choyſe at 
firſt ſeemed hard, yet of tWoeuils the leaſt is to be choſen,as 
theſe Nobles of Egypt, who ſeeing their nes, wines, chil- 
dꝛen, and what they poſſeft, to be in the hands of frangers, 


whom they could not withſtand, making a vertue ofneceſs 


fitte, were the rather wonne to ye&ld themſelues vato the 
Rings pleaſure, at the interceſſion of their wines, whole 
teares 
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teares ſhead in abundance , moued them to ruth, in ſuch 
wiſe, that ſubiecting on theſe conditions to his Exellence, 
they pꝛotlaimed him king of Theſaly and Egypt, (wearing 
fapaltie vnto him, and deliuering hoſtages foz their loyal- 
tie. This done, the king with generall conſent Crowned, 
the Commons gan cenceine an eſpectall hope of his hono⸗ 
rable loue to them, whole kindnefſe was luch, that haning 
the Citie and whole kingdome at his pleaſure, would not 
ſuffer his ſouldiers to imbeaſell v2 purlopne in any ſoꝛt, but 
rather made choiſe to reward the Mercenary men out ok his 
owne treaſury, which honourable beginning, gained their 
eſpecial lpking: when oꝛder was taken ſoꝛ the gouernment 
of the ſtate, Pheander who was mindfull of the P2inceſſe 


Pliedera, haſted the Ring on foꝛ Theſſah, often putting him 


in mind, what daungers the god Ladp was likelp to abide, 
if ſhe conſented not to the King, who was moze crucll then 
curteous,wherefoze taking their pledges, he left the noble 
Cariolus his Uizegerent, to take the gouernment vpon him 
in his abſcnce, and with the next fauourable wind, they ſet 
ſaile foz Theſſaly, where to their god ſucceſſe wee leaue 
them, to tell you moze of Muſtapha, the Beathen Paince, 
who was in the Pꝛinceſſe Nutania her cuſtodie. 

The mightie Emperour of Conſtantinople, vnderſtan⸗ 
ding the ill ſucceſle of his ſonne, with the great flaughter of 
his men, was moued at the firſt to ſuch cholloz, that he had 
determined loꝛ euer to abandone his lonne, and neuer to 
haue known oꝛ regarded him, but being perſwaded by his 
nobilitie which fenderly loued the pꝛince, he was at length 
by their motions, wonne to tonceiue, how vnſtable foztunes 
chances are, and how victoꝛies ſometimes happen as well 
to the coward as the valiant, not foꝛgetting to v2ge vnto 
him, how diſhonourable it were fo2 a Pꝛince, to leaue the 


meaneſt ſubꝛect he had at ſuch an exigent, that ſhould aduen⸗ 


ture his lite in his feruice , much moꝛe was his Maieſtie 
bound by natures lawes to rel&ue his ſonne, and not infer 
kim as one foꝛlaken, to remaine in the handes ol his ene⸗ 
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mies, vpon which motion of his Baſhawes, the King tau⸗ 
ſed two Gallies to be rigged and furniſhed, appointing of 
his chieſeſt Noebles to, fo; that voyage to Thrace,as wel ta 
aduertiſe him of his ſonnes welfare wich he faucured, as 
alſo to agree vpon the ſumme of his ranſom, all things kur⸗ 
niſhed fo2 the vopage, the 2Baſhawcs hauing taken leaue of 
the Emperoꝛ and the reff of their friends, faucured with a 
happy gale, they ſhozfly arriued in T vrace , of whoſe arri⸗ 
ual, the king by his meſſengers was advertiſed, who being 
ol nature honourable and curteous in behamour , cauſed a 
ſumptious traine of Courtiers, with all the honoꝛable mas 
ner they could, fo rete ine them at their Pozt ol landing, 


faking lyke o2der in all lodgings and places of repaſt, his 


Officers at his charge to attend them, which in ſuch exqui⸗ 
fit manner was perfozmed, as the Waſhawes with their 
retinue, admpꝛed their entertainment. Thus by eaſie iour⸗ 
nies came they to the court, where the king with the pꝛin⸗ 
celle, gaue them many welcomes, enquiring kindly after 
the god health of the renowmed Emperour their maiſter, 
whome hee maligned no whit at all, how hardly ſo euer 
he had meaſured his friendſhip with him, when the King 
and theſe Nobles had ſpent * time in viſcourſing , they 
enquired of the —＋ ok their Pzince Muſtaffa, whome 
the King cauſed to be ſought and bꝛought ts their pꝛeſence, 
befoze whome they bowed the mſelues in all humblenelle, 
as to the ſonne of their ſoucraigne, whom he againe with 
all Kindneſſe imbꝛaſed, pallyng the time with much plea⸗ 
ſure, toying in the welfare of his friendes. The King 
deing them all the honour that could bee deuiſed, paſſing 
the time with ſuche recreation and gentle ſpoꝛtes as the 
Countrep atfozded, at length, a ſumme ol money fo the 
Pꝛinceſſe raunſome was agreed vpon to their content, foz 
that it was reaſonable, and the coditions honoꝛable, which 
obteined their vitales by the king was relerued, x all nes 
ceſſaries at his charge purueped, in ſuch maner, and with lo 
much bounty,as they had great cauſe to repoꝛt honozably 1 D 
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the kyng. Long had they not tarried, but a winde pleaſant 
and fauourable, pꝛeſents it ſelfe, which god time, they neg⸗ 
lected not, but taking leaue of the king, their pꝛince e pꝛin⸗ 
telſe Nutania, who accompanied them on wards to their gal⸗ 
lies,th2e whole daies iournies, thep leaue them to the care 
ol their iourny who being imbarqued, in ſhoꝛt time arriued 
at ¶ onſtantinople, where how welcom they were to the Em⸗ 
perour t his Nobles, J omit, to let you vnderſtand of p ho- 
noꝛable repoꝛts made of their entertaimnent in 7 #race,cud 
the welfare of the pꝛinte, whoſe company, there were ke we 


but deſired. The ſtrangenes of this repoꝛt made of Philar- 


cus, was exceding admirable in the Emperoꝛs eares, who 
wondered not a little, that a king whome he had ſo much 
wꝛonged, ſhould vie ſuch kindnes to his ſon, and curteſie to 
his meſſengers, extolling highly the honourable condition 
of the king, and much lamenting his owne follpes, ſo rafh- 
ly without any occaſion offered, to iniurp him lo karre as to 
ſpople his Countrep, and to robbe him perfozce of his onely 
child, his ſole delight + comfoꝛt. To recompence all which, 
and to keep his friendship, he pꝛeſentlp elected other nobles 
foz Thrace, to be employd, which with the pzincefſe ranſom, 
and many rich pꝛeſents to the king and his daughter were 
diſpatched, with Letters of lone , and defire of amitie, all 
which,comming to the I hraſian king, were fo heartilp ac- 
cepted as they could with , and in pꝛeſence of the nobles, 
and ſkates of both Realmes, was the peace concluded, and 
a band of euerlaſting friendſhip pꝛomiſod, to all their ioycs, 
Thus with great delight at the earneſt intercellion of the 
king, ſpent thoſe Turkiſh nobles ſometime in I -race, till 
their pꝛefixed time ganne dꝛawe to ende, when receiutng 
their Pꝛince with great rewardes, and many thankes fez 
their paines they put to Sea , and were nst long bes 
foze they recouered they2 famous Cittie of Conſtantino- 
p/e, Where they were moſt royally welcommed, but eſpe- 
ctally the Pꝛince, fo; whole ſafetie manp paſtymes was 
_ O2deined, with Juſtings, Turnepes, Barriers, and other 
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pleaſing delights, wherein the Pꝛince honozably bare him 
ſelfe, to the great toy ol his father, and pleaſure of the whole 
tate, whoglozied greatly in him, which was likely to pꝛoue 


a moll honoꝛable Pꝛince, and their enſuing comfo2t, But 


while J digreſſe, let it be conſidered, that y Mayden Knight, 
Who thirſted to ſee the ende of his deſires, llept no time, but 
made all poſſible meanes he could, as winde and weather 
would give leaue, vntil he arriued in TYeſſalh, which he res 
touered in ſo god time as he could wiſh,and faking that op- 
poꝛtunitie which was offered, he landed his companies, and 
neare to the ſea ſide encamped his power, vntill he might 
be aduertiſed of what power the King was, and where he 
remained, foz the atteining of which, many eſptalls was 
ſent out ſundꝛy wapes, and many Ambuſcadoes lapd, to ins 
tercept ſuch as trauelled the country: but their landing bes 
ing diſcryed, every one in the haſte they could make, hyed 
them to their cities and places of defence, where they with 
their ſtoꝛe of pꝛouiſion which they bꝛought, were receined. 
The Ring, who ſecurely paſſed his time, taking care foz 
nothing, and ioping wholly in the hopes he conteiued ol his 
Ladies graunt, being aduertiſed of the arriuall of a foꝛrein 
power, ouercome with ſozrow at that inſtant, as one that 
neuer taſted aduerſitie, was ſurpꝛized with ſuch ſodain hea⸗ 
uines, as no woꝛds, no perſwaſions,no2 any comfoꝛt, might 
mittigate his ſoꝛrow, what paines ſoeuer his Nobles toke 
to pacifie him, his guiltie conſcience pꝛeſaging ſome hard 
foꝛtune to be at hand: the Nobilitie which had moze regard 
to his welfare and his countrey then he could on the ſodain 
imagine, after they had cauſed their Rampyers to be ſhuf, 
and their Fo2trefſes to be made, doubting the moꝛſt, defi- 
rous to be reſolued what the enemp was, that thus daring⸗ 
ly durſt boꝛd him in his own country, they cauſed the Loꝛd 
Mama Bacha, ſomtime one of the chiefeſt in T Healy, a wiſe 
and well gouerned Gentleman, to be ſent vnto them, to 
know whence they were, and their pꝛetence, which againſt 
their willes, vnacquainting them with their Nele had 

entered 
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entered their confines. The Noble man fo whoſe charge 
this was tommitled, though he had (mall care of any mat- 
ter, liuing diſhonoured in his owne Country, where, in his 
Kings raigne he was the onely honoured, and amongſt his 
Nobles in moſt account of him, had his wits ſundzy wayes 
implopd, and on diverſe matters, vet amongſt all imagina⸗ 
tions, the thought of his owne ſoueraigne was leaſt, the re⸗ 
pozt of his death being fo certain, but what ſo euer he could 
imagine was vncertaine, wherefoze as defirous to be re⸗ 
ſolued of his doubts, as the King and Hobles to be thereof 
certified, onely accompanied with an other of the diſgraced 
Hobilitie, they hyed them towards the Campe, and was by 
the Ambuſcadoes {one ſurpꝛiʒed and bzoaght to the Paui⸗ 
lion ot the Generall, who ſaluting them with kind counte⸗ 
nance , demaunded whence they were, and what occaſions 
led them in ſuch ſuſpitions manner towards their Campe. 
The Nobles which had (mall care which ende went foꝛe⸗ 
ward, akter they had well avuiſed themſelues, ſaid; (fir, )if 
we giue not thoſe tytles pour honour deſerue, pardon vs 
which offend not of pꝛeſumption therein, but of ignoꝛunce: 
that we come as ſppalls to view thy foꝛce, and to diſcouer 
them, therein pou deceiue pour ſelle, but tome as meſſen⸗ 
gers from our Ring, to know thy pꝛetence, and what thou 
meaneſt landing thy Armies without his lycence, which is 
contrary to lawe of Armes? It thou come in peace and not 
agassas enimp, reſolue vs this, t thou honoꝛeſt vs? The pꝛince 
' faking their wozdes at aduantage, where they ſayd they 
came from their Ring, with a counterfept ſhewe of great 
diſlike, ſayd ; Trayto2s how dare you fo my face vſe thoſe 
colours of ſimplicitie, when you auer vou come from pour 
King, which J know is altogither vntrue? wherefoze that 
pou ſhall warne the reſt how they delude me,you ſhal haue 
the reward of traptoꝛs, and calling foz the pꝛouoſt Mar⸗ 
ſhall, commanded hin to cut off their heads, The Novles, 
thinking he had bene paſt ieaſt, ſeeing their executioner lo 


ready, humbly beſought him to credit what they had ſayd, 
— — N which 
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3 which was true, and pardon their lines; fo2 that la we of 


Armies p2otecteth the meſſenger of the Pzince,from whom 
they come, therefoze it would redowne to his great diſho⸗ 
nour, to violate the hoſtilitie of all Pꝛinces. UWhilc they 
were thus at their ſhaift, if chanced Theophilus their laws 
ful Ring, to enter the Pauilion of his General, whole pꝛe⸗ 
ſence much appalled the Theſlalian nobles, who ſtanding 
as men paſt themſelues, had no thought but in beholding 
him, which ſo much reſembled their ſuppoſed dead king, the 
long noting of whom, cauſed them to renue their ſozrows, 
and with remembꝛante of the times they had paſt, to ſhead 
teares, The King imagining what they thought, knowing 
them well, put them from their ſtudious thoughts thus. 
Men of Theſſaly, what meaneth your heauineſle? think 


vou hereby to delude this noble Gentleman, oꝛ by vour fai⸗ 


nings, to pꝛocure pour fauour, if either one oꝛ other ot theſe 
cauſes, vou deceiue pour ſelues, and incurre you moze trouꝛ⸗ 
ble? Wherfoze to auopd the perils incident vnto vou, if your 
be right Theſſalians, and tender the walfare of your Pzin- 
ceſſe, in whoſe reſcue we come, bꝛiellp declare vnto vs, in 
what eſtate ſhe abideth, and where the vſurping king hath 
bis reſidence 2 Mama Bacha, hearing that pleaſing tongue, 
wherwith he was acquainted, aſſured himſelfe that it was 
their king, and without further ſtay , humbly kiſſpng his 
Maieſties fette, his face bedeawed with feares , and his 
tongue foltering in his mouth, as one with ſodaine top os 
uercome, he faith; My gratious ſoue raigne, how glad am 
that eniop bꝛeath, to be hold your Maieſtie aliue, whom all 
the wozld reputeth foz dead, the heauy tydings of which, 
with pour ill ſucceſſe, moued the hearts of your louing ſub- 
tects fo ſuch extreame heauineſſe, as nothing might tom⸗ 
fogt, that paſt comfozt,and al hope of beholding pour pꝛince⸗ 
ly face, we reckoned pou amongſt the dead. In the extreme 
of this ſozrow, as all euils commonly fall in one, when e⸗ 


uerp heart and epe was deplozing the loſſe of ſo gratious 


a Pꝛince, then beganne our further griefes thꝛough the 
= oppꝛeſlion 
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opp2eſſion of this vſurping ty2ant, Sehe erueltie fo thy 
ſubiects hath bene ſuch, as greueth me to recount, Thy ſt⸗ 
ſer he deteineth in pꝛiſon, from whence he hath vowed ſhe 
ſhall neuer befreed,vntil with conſent the take him foz her 
king, 92 by gainſaping his demaundes, receiue that death 
which he hath domed her vnto, whoſe wꝛonges we poꝛe 
men how much lo euer we pittie, vet tan we remedy no⸗ 
thing, our abilitie being litle, and our reputation lefle, A⸗ 
monglt theſe cruel Egyptians who hath robbed vs of what 
we poſſeff, not ſuffering vs to entoy our auncient patrimo- 
np, noꝛ what they might any way diſpoile vs of;to reuenge 
of which, we hope in thee and thy power, who wilt main⸗ 
taine and defende thy owns lawlull right, rather offe- 
ring thy life amongſt vs that honour and loue the as our 
lines , then leaue vs any moꝛe. To the accompliſhing of 
which, my ſelfe, with all thy owne Countrey bozne ſubs 
| tectes that wee can pꝛocure vnto vs, will lende what ayd 
dur weake fozce will ſtreteh vnto, and thereof allure your 
MPPaieſtie. 

The King hearing the lamentable repoꝛt of the Lo2d 
Mama Bacha , could not fo2beare to ſhewe the hcauinefls 
of his hearts ſozrow, by his outward motions , vet to hide 
if as he might, imbꝛacing them both, hee framed a feined 
L toptoſe them, how ſo euer his heart was onerburthened 
* Withgrief,UUhe they had paſſed ſoine time in parlep about 

\ Cheir affaires, and that ſome offers were made by thcle 
Nobles, of their apde and aſſiſtance, a generall Councell 
was called, where, by conſent of ſuch as had gouernment, 
vnderltanding the power of Donatio the vſurper, was ns 
moꝛe but ſuch as guarded his holdes, it was determined, 
after the army had refr2ſhed themſelues two oz thzee daies. 
to martch fozcwarde to the Cittie, there to beleager the 
King , and cut off from them all ſuppiy of pꝛouiſion fo; 
victualles, wher eof they had (mall ſfoze. | 
In the meane time, the Lozdes of T</a/, to giue notiſe 


to all their friends, (wit all ſpcede) as they tendered their 
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owne liberties, fo repaire with ſuch power as they could 
make vnto the Campe. This deuiſe was no ſoner deter⸗ 
mined on, but the Noble Mama Bacha, without returmng 
to the King,ſpared not his paines and all others which her 
could command oz entreate, pꝛoclaiming in euery place as 
they paſſed, Theophilus their lawful king,ffraightly chars 
ging all nafurall ſubiects of Theſſaly, to make repaire vnto 
the Campe. Theſe tydings at firſt were hardly beleened, 
pet ſuch was the rumour of a fo2reine power landed, that 
all which could beare Armes repaired to the King, whome 
they founde at the aſſault of the Cittie where the vſurper 
kept, ſuch was the multitudes of people, which from all 
countries in his Regions came vnto him. that in ſhoꝛt time 
he had power ſufficient to ouerrunne a kiiigdome. The vs 
ſurper Donatio, who had leaſt thought euer to heare oꝛ ſe 
the Theſſaliau Ring, when the repozt of his being in the 
Campe, was bꝛought vnto him, his tourage quailed, and 
his hope of enioping the Crowne, was quite extinguifhed, 
ſo that diſpairing, he became lyke a man lunatike, that no⸗ 


thing (whatſoeuer) might moue him to any mirth oz con⸗ 


tent, ſs that giuing ouer all, he cared not what became of 
himſelfe oz his, vet was he carefully counſelled by his Nos 
bles, who regarded both his honour and their owne ſafette:; 
but whatſoeuer they might counſell oz determine, was ill 
imployd, at his hands was nothing fo be had, wherefo2e, 
alter they ſaw his (mall care, and that he was not to be ads 
uſed, they determined, either in field with vnappopnted 
battell to try their foꝛtunes, oꝛ by ſome ſuch compoſition as 
might be fo2 their Courtries ſafefie and their reputation, 
to giue ouer their tytle pꝛetended to the Crowne of Theſa- 
5. Bofoze that any thing was of them reſolued, the 11 - 


den Kuight, which had his minde on his Lady, as well as of 
other affaires, could not reſt in content, vntill he had fints 
ſhed, and either gained what they came foꝛ, oz ſcene the e⸗ 
nent of foꝛtune. Wherefoze to auopd further delaies, hee 
lumnoned the Citie to parlcy , wherein he required their 

n aͤnlwere, 
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anſwere, whether they would receiue their lawfull King 
oꝛ no, if pea, they ſhould ſuffer him in peace to enter, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther wiſe vpon their aniwere, to abide the hazard incident 
to Armes, which he pꝛoteſted ſhould be voyd of all fauour, 
ik he pꝛeuailed, and they refuſed this offer of his. Theſe 
ſummons, cauſed the Pobilitie to loke with better aduiſe 
into their effates, and with conſide ration to wey each pars 
ficuler perill, which they found to be very manp, and daun⸗ 
gerous, eſpeciallp ſeeing the multitude, who were naturall 
ſubiects, and did rather affect their owne Ring, how ſo euer 
they pꝛofeſſed in outward appearance, then the vſurper, 
which made them the moꝛe earneſt with their King, vnto 
whom they declared the offers made by the Maiden Knight, 
with p doubts they had of his ſucceſſe, who were nothing in 
number to the Kings power, which daily increaſed, and 
contrarp, his decreaſed ; wherfoze they aduiſed him to peeld 
vnto ſuch Articles of honour as they would require, which 
Gould be both foꝛ his honour, and ſafetie of him and his, 
Lhe v{urper hearing theſe perſwaſtons from them, wher⸗ 
on his cheefeſt hope conſiffed , foꝛgetting all fozmer friends 
tip and loue to any of them, with molt odious woꝛds re- 
uiled them, calling them traptoꝛs, daſtards, and vpbꝛaiding 
them with cowardiſe , which were neuer founde but euer 
foꝛ ward in all his actions, onely this excepted, wherin was 
no hope. Theſe ſpeches moued his Nebles to ſuch furte, 
that departing from him in diſcontent, they reſolucd foz 
their owne ſafetie, to ſcek what means they could, and not 
by delaies to incurre his diſpleaſure whoſe friendſhip they 
were by all meanes they could vſe,to infreat, Wherfoze in 
name of all the reff,the Loꝛd Philiago, pꝛincipall Treaſu- 
roꝛ vnto the Ring, by whole direction the reſt would be go⸗ 
uerned, ſent foꝛ the Pꝛinceſle (Phedera) from pꝛiſon. whom 
he vſed with honoꝛable ſperches, comfoꝛting her with hope 
ol her kingly bꝛother, who liued, and was in perſon come 
with a ſtrong power, to deliuer her from that captiuitie 
nt ſo eng the endarcd, humbly beſeching her grace, (o 
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become a fausurable ſoliciter to his Highneiſe, foz them, 
who were to be commaunded by their ſoueraigne, whoſe 
ſubiects they were, pꝛoteſting that neither foz enuy to him 
oz his, they vndertoke the action, but at commaundment, 
and to auoyde the ignomious tytle of cowardize, which all. 

f honoꝛable birth oꝛ mind, aught to deteſt, The god Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe which could not tell, whether ſhe might giue credit to 
his woꝛds 02 no, anl wered him thus. 
Py Lo2d Philiago, vader the greneff graſſe lurketh the 
moſt pe rillous poplon , and experience hath taught me, in 


my durance, the knowledge ok friends, theſe ſodeine offers 


of loue to my bꝛother, whom you all know, is long ſithence 
dead, cauſeth me the moꝛe to dꝛead, J am going to him, and 
that your pꝛoffered friendſhip is but to that end to bereaue 
mer of that which long ſince J wiſhed to leaue, if it bee 
ſo, god my Lo2de, hyde not the truth thereof krom me, 


foꝛ therein ſhall you ſhewe your charitable minde to a di⸗ 
fireſled Captiue. 


Farre be it from my thought, Noble Ladie, quoth Philia- 


go, that J ſhould any way delude you , 02 moue you to cre⸗ 
Sit any thing other then truth, whom J haue my greateſt 
hope of god, to aſſure you of which, ſo pleaſcth your Exel⸗ 
pe} will my lelfe bzing pou to his Maieſties pzeſence, 
CUhen the Pꝛinceſſe heard him make theſe pꝛoffers of fa- 
nours, and percetued by his ieſture he did not counterfept, 
ouercdme with toy, the was in a traunce, from which, re⸗ 
uiued by the carefull induffry of the Lady Vrania, wife ko 
the Lozd Philiago, ſhe gaue the Noble man great thanks 
fo2 his tydings, "aſſuring him on her wozd, that ſhe would 
ſo recompence that god, as he noz his, ſhould haue any 
caule to complaine of her vngrafefulneſſe. Uzging him 
with her curteous ſpeech, to detract no time but to bꝛing 
her to the Campe where the King was, which he willing⸗ 
ly v&:ded vnto, and cauſing a ſtately Charyot tobe oꝛdei⸗ 
ned, and richly apparrelling the Pzinceſle as befittcth her, 


accompanied with his Lavie and two daughters of rare 


bewtie, 


Maiden Knight. 
betfie , himlelfe wayting on her diſrobed, iſſnedout of 
the gates, and in ſhoꝛt time came neare the Campe, and 
were by the Dcntronelles diſcouered, and bꝛought to the 
Kings pꝛeſence, who ſeeing the Pꝛinceſſe, whome hee hav 
great doubt the tyꝛant would haue murthered, ſo ſodaine a 
toy ſurpꝛized him, as he might not ſpeake , yet duercom⸗ 
ming his palſion, iopning his face with hers, after many. 
kinde imbꝛaſings, he ſaith; Phedera, hob haue the heauens 
bleſſed me, in giuing me life to behold ther, moꝛe deare vnto 
me then a million of liues, whom ſithence J poſſeſſe,as the = 
onely toy I conceiued hope ol in this woꝛld, J account my 
happines moꝛe, then to be poſſeſſed of the wozlds reuenew. 
But tell me Phedera, what are theſe that accompany thee , 
ſtrangers to me they are, how frendly ſoeucr they haue vſed 
thee? 

Moſt gractous ſoueraign, foꝛ theſe noble perſons,Jam fo 
intreate, hauing palled my wozd, to be their ſafeconduct frs 
any violence ſhould be offred them,therefoze god my Lozd, 
receine into your fauour , the Lozd Philiago, Treaſurer to 
the vſurper, his Ladie and daughters, ſuch as are by them 

2otected, ſo ſhalt thou honoꝛ me the moze, by mainteining 
my w92d, which relying on your pꝛincely nature, J haue 
pal. The Mayden Knight, willing to hold her hono2 in re⸗ 
gard, ſapd; Madame, how his Maieſtie on the ſodaine may 
be wonne to fauour your ſute, I cannot ſap, hauing had ſuch 
great cauſe to reuenge him on their crueltie, but foꝛ his 
life, let him thanke pour grace, if he eniop it. The Bing, 
'whoſe heart pittie moued to tender the ſute of the painceſſe, 
comming towards the noble Philiago and his Lady, with 
great curteſie toke them from the earth wheron they kneer⸗ 
led, accepting them to his maieſtie, vſing them with ſuch 
honoꝛ & curteſie, that they admired him. After he had reui⸗ 
ned with his kinde confections theſe ſoꝛrowing ſuters, her 
ſaid; Philiago, as J haue pardoned thy life, ſo faile not to 
tell me, thy Kings determination, whether he will veeld, oz 
in battell try the euent ol our foztunes? 


Gratious 
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Grations ſoueraign, quoth Philiago, that he determines 
tio lecke pour grace, is moꝛe then J can ſap, foꝛ ſuch deſpe⸗ 
rate humoꝛs aſſaileth him, that ye is not himſelle, k friends 
faileth him, from the Noble to the peaſant, whole wildoms 
haue with graue adaice conſidered, what w2ongs hath bin 
oftered pour grace , and Hath vpon your Pꝛincelp motions 
ol mercy, ſolicited him to pittic them, and yeeld vnto your 
grace, which when he could not be periwaded vnto, we all 
left him, and Jin name of all the Nobilitie,humbly beſœch 
pdur highnelle of mercy, who onelp attendeth but my res 
turne, at which time on your gratious word, the y will deli⸗ 
uer the Citie. 

My Loꝛd quoth the King , what cauſe ſo euer J haue i in 
the moſt extreemeſt maner to reuenge me on vou all, vea to 
the very childe that ſucketh, that I omit, And that thou and 
they all chall know I delight not in bloud, no2 wiſh J the 
life of my moꝛtalleſt foc, returne vnto them, and from mee 
ap, that it in ſubmiſlſiue wile, they iſſue their gates, and at 
my fete craue mercy, bzing with them their vſurping 
king, J will accept them, ſo that thou and they ſhal ſweare 
pour dutifull alleageance to me and mine, ſhall be hereafs 
for mainteined in ſuch maner as becommeth faithfull ſub⸗ 
tects to their Pꝛince, J will admit them to my grace, and 
will be vnto them a louing and gratious ſoueraigne. Phi- 
liago, which had that he moſt deſired, vttering with many 
der pe ſighes, the toy his hart tonceiued foz his gon ſuccelle, 
after many humble and heartie pꝛaiers fo2 the kings long 
life in all happines to be mainteined, he beſought his grace 
to giue him leaue with his happy tydings, to make glad the 
hearts of thoſe ſoꝛowfull Nobles which exſpected his re- 
turne, which the king granted, deteining his wife e daugh⸗ 
ters to attend his ſiſter, whoſe iopes exceeded the extremes 
of her miſerp, enioping her Noble b:other, which ſhe was 
out of all hope euer to behold againe. To their recreation 
we leaue them, and pale on with the Lozd Philiago, who 
made no tate vntill he came to the gates, where diuc rſe of 
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his friends erſpecedhis comming. No ſoner entered hee 
the Cittie, but ſommoning the Nobles and Gonernozs of 
the Citte togither, he delivered vnto them, what fauour he 
had recetuedof the Ring, and how willing he was to ſhew 
ipke clemencie vnto them all, vpon thoſe conditions ſpeci⸗ 
fied, whereunto he perlwaded them to peeld, not omitting 
any thing to make them mindfull of the litle hope they had 
of the vſurpers ſuccefſe,fo2 which they had no reaſon to en- 
cline vnto him who had ſo ſmall regard or them, but rather 
let him endure the reward or his owe follies, then that 
ſo manp ſhould periſh foꝛ one mans wꝛonges. Reſolued 
thus, they haſtened vnto the Comt, at whoſe ſodaine en⸗ 


 termg.the King was greatly appalled,conſidering in what 
| diſcontent thep parted with him, yet ſhe wing a counte⸗ 


nance vopd of ail feare, he required the cauſe of their com- 
ming, whoine they ſone reſolued, letting him know each 
particuler ol their cuent, perſwading him to patience, foz 
what they had determined ſhould be accompliſhed. The 
King hearing his owne dome ofmiſery pronounced, albeit 
it moued him to great impatience, vet reſtraining cholloz, 
he With his (moth ipcech, beſought them of reſpite foz his 
aniwere till the next mozning, which they willingly con- 


ſented vnto. And ſo leauing him, they departed each one to 


his ſeuerall mantion. But he in wheie heart reuenge har⸗ 
boured, hauing his minde whoily bent on their ruine, after 
he had conferred with ſuch as were as full of miſchiefe, as 
bimſelfe of trueltie, and was by them aduertiled, what po⸗ 
wer they were oft, he cauſed them ſecretly in the night Ar⸗ 
med, to aſlemble at the Court, where in very coucrt man⸗ 
ner they remained, vntill the time carne that the Nobics 


ſhould come to reteiue their anlwer, Who $515 ok all ſuſpect 


of entil,entred the Mallace, deſirous to know his piceſure, 
touchme the matter tha bhetwerne them incueſtien. Bo 
ſwner cane they fg 147 ings helene, but the eruel tpꝛant/ 
Gewins iu hig cauntennnce te pꝛetencꝰ ol his heart, be⸗ 
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Nobles , whome he accuſed of treaſon and vninft dealing, 
againſt him and the ſkate of his countrep, that flying from 
him which was their {awfull ſoueraigne, ſought to ſup⸗ 
plant him, to Crowne another. But Trayfo2s quoth hee, 
vou ſhall reape ſuch reward as your treachery deſeructh, 
and therewithall giuing the watch-wozd,his confederates 
which foꝛ the purpoſe was ambuſhed, illued vppon them, 
and ſodeinly ſurpꝛized as many as they could come hy, the 
the reſt that fled,entring the Citie, pꝛoclaimed the lawfull 
king, offering in his name fre pardon of life and gods, to 
as many as folowed them, At which offer of grate, the com- 
mons, wearied with the oppꝛellion of the vſurper, in mul⸗ 
titudes aſſembled themſelues, and guided by Phuliago, they 
| fiercely affailed the king in his Court, fleying as many as 
they could reach vnto, and reſkued their fellowe Nobles, 
whole death by the Tyꝛant was determined, had not the 
valour and policie of this noble Philiago pꝛeuailed. In this 
explopt, many of the company of the vſurper was flain, him 
ſelfe with ſuch as eſcaped, betoke them to the mountaines, 
where they encamped themſelues , eripecting aide of thoſe 
he had pzeferred. But they moze regarding their owne 
weale then his honoz, and ſeeing no comfozt oz hope of re- 
couery, ſubmitted themſelaes vnto the kings mercy, and 
was of him recetued, This canueſado paſſed,the commons 
with generall voyce elected T heophilus fo2 their Kyng, 
Philiago, poafted him with all ſpœde to the Campe, and to 
the king deliuered the trecherous pꝛetente of the vſurper, 
with the enent of all his and their actions, and in the name 
of the whole ſtate beſought him to receiue the Crown, and 
the faithfull lone of ail the commons, T heophilus hearing 
the miſcheruous pꝛetence of this vſurper, pittying his ſub⸗ 
iects that bad ſo long bene gouerned by a pꝛince ſo ill con- 
ditioned, at the earneſt interceſſion of the noble Philiago, 
guarded with a troupe of his truſtieſt men at Armes, mar⸗ 
ched he to the Citie, at the entery rf which, the whole No- 
bilitie, bare legged and bare fotev,receiued him, and to his 
bighnelle 
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highneſſe deliuered ths keyes of their poꝛts, with pzeſents 
of rich pꝛice, marching befoze him to the Pallace , crying 
with a generall voyce Theophilus, Theophilus. The king 
noting his ſubiecs loues, with heartie thankes requited 
them all, exhoꝛting them to obedience and loyaltie, which 
if they faithfully followed , he would be a mercifull pzince 
vnto them. Theophilus, in poſſeſſion of his Crowne, 
willyng his friendes ſhould participate with him, diſpat- 
cheda meſſenger fo2 the Nen Knegbr , the Pzinceſle, 
and her attendants, who all as their dutic, ovediently ful- 
filled his commaundement, the Aauden night excepted; 
who carefull of his charge, and loking into the pꝛactiſes 
and deutſes of the vſurper , beſought his grace to pardon 
his not comming to Court foz a time, vntill he had ſeene 
the cuentofhis affaires, and ſending fo2 ſuch guides as 
be was enfo2med to be well acquainted in theſe deſartes, 
here put himlelfe in ſearch fo2 the vſurper , and his ſcatte⸗ 
redcrew, whome in ſhozt time hee founde, to the num⸗ 
ber of one thouſand, on hoꝛſe and fote, which her no ſaner 
eſpied, but chearing his companies , which were not a- 
boue foztie, not minding to giue them dapes, he b2auely 
aflapled them, and ſo valtantly behaued himſelfe in that 
conflict, that after two whole houres ſpent in hardy feates 
ok Chiualrp, there was fewe of the companies lining. 
The king her ſurpꝛized as her was flying, with whome 
he returned fo the Cittie, and to the king I heophilus 
deliuered him, who kindly accepting his Pzeſent, retur⸗ 
ning the knight many thanks foz his paines. This bꝛunt 
paſt, and all things by the valour and god induſtry of the 
Mayden Keight , bꝛouggt to quiet ende, the king vnwil⸗ 
lyng to detaine his ſubiectes from their owne hemes, res 
compencing eueꝝ man foz his ſeruice, diſlodged the camp. 
A wozlde of wonder it were, to recount what gene ral ioy 
was thꝛoughout the land lez the return of their king, 4 his 
god ſucces, fo2 which great triumphs were oꝛdeined, with 
Juſts, Barriers c Tilt, wherein the nobies ol p country in 
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great bzanery behaned themſelues, but the belt and thie- 
feſt honoꝛ in each ſeuzrail action, was giuenthe Mayden 
K:4ig ht, Who lyke himſcife fo behaued himſelke, as there 
was no talke, thꝛaughout Court and Conxtrey,but tended 
to the generall commendatioas of this noble Pꝛince. Thus 
as all things hath end, ſo ended theſe tryumphes, and the 
King in peace eniaped his kingdome, which thꝛaug h the 


T hratian Rings alſiſtance , and the valour of this honoꝛed 


knight, he obteined. Al things quieted, the Mayden Kn 'obt, 
after he had a ſmall time repoſe himſelf? from his travels, 
humbly beſought his highneſſe, to ſuffer him with his com⸗ 
panies to depart, which fanour, he could not by atiy intrea⸗ 
tie obtaine. Mherefoꝛe to ſatiſſie the King with his cwne 
longer ſtaie, he diſmiſſed his Armp, whom the Ring lo roy- 
ally rewarded, as no man had cauſe to complain ol his time 


ſpent, but euerp one to ſpeake of his honoꝛ and bountie. The 


conduct of whome, after hee had with great care puruaide 
them victualls, with all things necefſary, he committed to 
Vrelia, a noble man of Thrace, by whom the knightaduer⸗ 
tiſed the king ol his ſtaie, which was chiefly fo2 the Loꝛde 
Cariolus whom they left Uizeroy in Egypt, recommending 
alſo his ſet funce vato the Lady Nutania, he pꝛeſented by this 
noble V relia, the vſurper vato her, as her pꝛiſoner, (and his 
conqueſt), Thus all things carekully puruaide, the winde 
blowing a fauourable gale, they imbarqued themſelues, 
and ſapling with a winde as they could with , they ſhsztly 
arriued in ſafetie at their deſired Poꝛt, where their welcont 
was luch of the king, as thep might ioy to receiue it, where 
friend with friend, ioped foꝛ their returne, one ly the Pꝛin⸗ 
celle endured the greateft penance, miſſing the returne of 
her knight, who could not be perſwaded of his welfare, 
wanting his pꝛeſence, pet accepted ſhe the viurper his pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, and th2ougy the great pꝛoteſtations ofthe Loꝛd V re- 
ha, had hope to ſe him againe , whole heart enioped mall 
content, wanting his company.

Mere Gentlemen, the ſtoꝛp telleth vs, that the Thracian 
Ling, (as fleſh is moꝛtall) vered with an extreme ſicknes, 
was ſo oppꝛelled there with, that nature failing tþ2ough 
weake age, all phificke helpes were friuolous, ſo that per⸗ 
fozce he muſt pay his due to death which commandeth all,

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which haue felf the ſweet cõtent in lone, To which J leaue 
them, to recount vnto you þ ſoꝛrow ofthe Thracian Duty, 
who ruling with benny Melt both of Pheres and Com-

extremities, not daring fo2 modeltie, to reueale the cauſe, 
onely this was her chxfcf comfoꝛt, when the could be fre- 
ed from the company of ſuch Ladies and counſellers which 
viſited her, with Guenela to recount her loue, ſome time ex⸗ 
tolling his valour and perſon, andeftſones accuſing him of

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- ffimes , made choyce of the Mayden night, to encounter 
him, as the woꝛthieſt in armes, who being of all others 
moſt vnwilling to deale againſt him, humbly beſought his 
grace of pardon, and accept of ſome his Nobles who was 
mo2e wozthier of that honoꝛ. But the Ring with whom no 
intreaties might pꝛeuaile, wold not be denied, which made 
the knight with great heauinelle of heart fo wiſh her had 
not Armed him that dap, ſuch was his diſcontented minde, 
which doubtleſle pꝛelaged ſome enſuing euill, as to p great 
griefe ot all the whole company hapned them.

mozfail oz no, which how vnwilling ſo euer they were, 
ds loath to diſcomfoꝛt the Ring oꝛ thoſe which leued him, 
ſuch was the curteous entreatie of the Knight, as he could 
not conceale the daunger thereok, but reuealed vnto him 
the little hopes they had of his life, and the reaſons that 
induced them thereunto, which newes, was little pleafing 
vato the Knight, who with many teares lamented that 
miſhap , but griefe miniſtreth no phtilicke to the diſeaſed, 
no: ſoꝛrow auaileth not to mittigate extreames.
